Nine persons were drowned yesterday 
in waters near New York. Two were 
young men, one of them a graduate of 
the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
who ventured out in a canoe on the 
North River. Of the others, five lost 
their lives while in bathing, while two 
fell into the water while at work on a 
lighter in the Passaic River, near 
Newark. 

Crowds on Riverside Drive at 179th 
Street yesterday morning paused to 
watch the steamer City of Lowell pass 
up the river laden with excursionists at 
about 11 o’clock. The sight included a 
glimpse of two young men in a canoe 
waving their paddles in answer to flut- 
terings ot handkerchiefs directed at 
them from the steamer. Then the 
steamer hid the canoe from those on 
shore. When it swept past the canoe 
was seen to be overturned and the two 
youths were struggling in the water. 
The City of Lowell stopped and sent 
back a crew, and from the shore a flo- 
tilla of small craft went out also to the 


rescue. 

It appeared that one of the men was 
a strong swimmer and that the other 
could not swim a stroke. The swimmer 
was trying to rescue his companion 
when the other got a lock hold on him. 
A struggle began in which the rescuers 
strength was pitted against the panic- 
stricken efforts of the other. The swim- 
mer lost. Before any of the speeding 
boats could get there the two had gone 
Gewn. They never came up again. 

The police learned from William 
Byrnes, who with Patrolman Mahan of 
the St. Nicholas, Avenue Station had 
gene to the rescue in the yacht Vincent, 
whose skipper, Capt. Seeberg, had been 
one of the first to cast off, that the 
two young men were Jay R. Sanford 
and Ralph Peterson, Soth of 515 West 
184th Street. Sanford was a graduate 
of the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
of Troy and had been an engineer for 
the New York Telephone Company. He 
made his home with Peterson, whose 
family consisted of a wife and baby. 
The two had kept their canoe at 
Byrne’s boathouse, and he said they had 
told. him they were going yesterday io 
the foot of the Palisades to look for a 
site on which to camp for the rest of 
the Summer. Sanford, who had been 
an athlete in his college days, was a 
strong swimmer, but Peterson could not 
swim. It is supposed that the swell 
from the City of Lowell caught them 
unprepared and capsized their canoe. 
The bodies were not recovered. 

It was said yesterday that Sanford 
came from Waterbury, N. Y., Where 
it is believed his parents are wealthy 
residents. He was engaged to Miss 
Elizabeth Mott of 165 Audubon Avenue, 
4 they were soon to have been mar- 
ried. 


Carried Away by the Tide. 


Michael Arida, with his brother Ra- 
phael and a friend, George Hamod of 
706 Elm Street, Jersey City, went to Sea 
Cliff, L. I., yesterday on an excursion 
boat from this city. When they arrived 
at the resort Michael Arida and Hamod 
decided to take a swim before luncheon. 
While Raphael Arida watched from the 
beach they jumped into the water of 
the channel and were caught by the 
strong tide. A moment later the under- 
tow had carried them out beyond their 
depth. Neither of the men was a 
strong swimmer and they found it im- 
possible to make any headway in their 
efforts to get back to land. 

Raphael, who heard their cries for 
help, without waiting to strip off his 
clothes, jumped into the water. Charles 
Herold, one of the life savers at the 
Casino, saw the danger in which the 
men were and summoning a number 
of volunteers hurried to their aid. By 
that time the tide had carried the men 
a considerable distance from the shore 
and it was apparent that they were 
rapidly weakening. 

Arida had a kimono manufacturing 
business at 118 West Twenty-second 
Street. He lived with his parents at 561 
West 179th Street. 

While in bathing wtih several friends 
yesterday afternoon at the foot of West 
Ninth Street, Coney Island, Benjamin 
Goldberg, 17 years, of 356 Bushwick 
Avenue, Brooklyn, was seized with 
cramp and shouted to his companions 
for assistance. He had disappeared when 
one of the life guards reached the spot,

He 
was taken to the life-saving station at 
the foot of West Fifth Street. Dr.

His cries for 
help attracted his companion, and An- 
ge'o ran for help to the life-saving sta- 
tion. By the time that Capt. Frank 
Mauretho reached the spot Rosenstrum 
had disappeared. Capt. Mauretho, af- 
ter searching for nearly two hours, re- 
covered the boy’s body. It was carried 
to the Coney Island Hospital, where Dr. 
Friedman worked over it for an hour 
without effect.

Every time she or her friends used 
the car the plumes suffered dam- 
age. The Count therefore brought 
action to obtain either a cancellation 
of the sale or an order to the builders 
to supply a new body.

Lamaire Excels in Target Practice 
with Field Artillery.

TOBYHANNA, Penn., July 13.—Firing 
through driving rain, Lieut. Stanley 
Lamaire of the Washington Artillery 
of New Orleans, a famous civil war or- 
ganization, carried off the honors of 
the first day of target practice for 
Louisiana here to-day when he bracket- 
ed his target at a distance of 4,000 
yards in three well-directed shots, Vir- 
ginia was represented by Lieut.

PRANKISH TORNADO 
VISITS HEMPSTEAD 


Picks Up Trees and Flower 
Gardens and Drops Them 
on Walks or Roofs. 


HOWLS THROUGH A HOTEL 


Cuts a Swath for 11 Seconds on a 
Still Day Before the Eyes 
of the Village.

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., July 13.—In the 
middle of a still Sunday afternoon a 
tornado broke in the western part of 
the village to-day, had-a career of about 
eleven seconds, and left a welt on the 
trim landscape of the town from the old 
colonial house of the Mulfords in Hil- 
ton Avenue, to George B. Smith’s hotel, 
Main Street. 

The Mulford home is set in a garden 
surrounded by terraced lawns and maple 
trees. The Misses Mulford are in Eu- 
rope and nobody saw the freak wind 
get under way, but the beginning of 
its path is marked here by two up- 
rooted maple trees and by the wreckage 
of broken limbs, flowers, and shrubbery 
which lies about the place. 

It. started with a roar which startled 
people walking in Hilton Avenue and 
brought others rushing to their windows. 
They saw the circling wind, shaped like 
a funnel and green with foliage stripped 
from the Mulford place, move across the 
avenue, tear up another large maple 
tree, and -whisk plants and leaves from 
the garden of Arthur Peace, on the 
other side of Hilton Avenue. Letting 
the maple tree fall across the avenue 
with its roots standing six feet from 
the ground, the whirling arins of the 
tornado picked up the roof of the chicken 
house at the residence of Samuel L. 
Pettit, in the same avenue, and then 
Sent a tall wooden fence aloft to join it. 
It only grazed the yard of J. Byram 
Baker, in the same avenue, plucking 
leaves and smaller branches from a 
grove of elms, beaches, and maples that 
inclose his house. 

Here it wheeled about and went howl- 
ing along Franklin Street, burying the 


roof of the residence of Dr. H. M. War- 
ner under the spoil of shingles, boards, 
branches, and leaves which it had col- 
lected along the route. Thus disbur- 
dened, it went to its work with. renewed 
vigor, ripping up the flagstones in front 
of Dr. Warner’s residence and piling a 
picket fence against a _ gatepost. It 
visited the place of Charles Carman 
next, making havoc among his elms. 
Its next piece of vandalism was to pull 
up a beautiful bank of ferns along a 
little brook that runs through Adam 
Seabury’s homestead. 

Most of the ferns were tossed into the 
brook and left behind, while the tornado 
cut across at a right angle into the park 
around the home of Charles lL. Addison, 
President of the New York & Long 
Island Traction Company.

This evening the Fire Department was 
called out, and firemen were put to 
work with axes clearing the uprooted 
trees and broken limbs from the streets 
and sidewalks.

FRUSTRATE A PLOT 
TO KILL HUERTA 


Eleven Men, Including a Dep- 
uty, Arrested—Sought to Kill 
Diaz and Blanquet, Too. 


MEXICO CITY, July 13.—A plot to 
assassinate President Huerta, Gen. 
Felix Diaz, and Gen. Blanquet, the 
War Minister, has been frustrated by 
the arrest of one Deputy and ten 
others of no great prominence. 

It is said that the intention was to 
use bombs at some opportune mo- 
ment when these officials were driv- 
ing through the streets. 

Documents were found on the pris- 
| oners identifying them as supporters 
jof Zapata and setting forth an out- 
iline of the plot. Several prisoners 
| have confessed. 

In a building, somewhat remotely 
located, they had practised the throw- 
ling of bombs, studying their effect. 


STOP ANTI-AMERICAN MOB. 


Police Put an End to Hostile De- 

monstration in the Streets.

MEXICO CITY, July 13.—The action 
taken by the Government of Gen. Vic- 
toriana Huerta, Provisional President 
of the republic, yesterday in refusing 
to grant permission for the big student 
demonstration against citizens of the 
United States that had been sched- 
uled for to-day resulted in a compara- 
tively quiet Sunday, so far as anti- 
American activities were concerned. 
Small groups of public school students 
and other Mexicans marched through 
the streets of the capital to-day, and 
there were occasional shouts of 
‘Death to Gringoes!’’ But this was the 
worst. 

Despite the refusal of the admin- 
istration to authorize the great parade 
and mass meeting which had been 
planned, a half-hearted attempt was 
made this morning by about 150 stu- 
dents to start a popular demonstra- 
tion hostile to Americans. The gath- 
ering was dispersed by the police, 
however, and, with the exception of 
ithe parades by little groups of en- 
thusiasts, no further manifestation of 
public feeling was essayed. 

It became known to-day that the let- 
ter sent to Ambassador Wilson telling 
of a plan to blow up the Em- 
bassy was a warning rather than 
a threat. The communication was 
written in Spanish. It informed Am- 
bassador Wilson that the American 
Fmbassy was to be destroyed with 
dynamite this week, and advised him 
to ask the protection of the Mexican 
Government. Should it not seem ad- 
visable to the Ambassador to make 
such a request of the Huerta Admin- 
istration, he was urged to obtain from 
|his own Government an order to have 
United States marines sent to this 
capital from the American warships 
in the harbor of Vera Cruz, and also 
to induce the United States Govern- 
ment to declare war on Mexico. 

Efforts have been made by the 
Mexican Foreign Office, to which the 
letter was turned over by the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, to trace the writer 
through his signature. President 
Huerta’s Government issued a state- 
ment to-day in which it reported that 
it had not been able to find any man 
in this city bearing the name signed 
to the dynamite warning, but that 
it had made the necessary provisions 


for the safety of the Ambassador and | 


his staff. Those provisions thus far 
have not included the placing of a 
guard at the embassy. Neither Am- 
bassador Wilson nor the Foreign Of- 
fice has shown a tendency to take a 
serious view of the communication. 


Mexicans Cheer for Japan. 


MEXICO CITY, July 13.—The Ameri- 
can Ambassador’s note ef protest to the 
Foreign Office against permitting an 
anti-American demonstration here to- 
day had certain indirect results, al- 
though the Government did not abso- 
lutely forbid the holding of what offi- 
cials styled ‘‘a popular manifestation 
of patriotism.” 

A demonstration took place 
capital this afternoon, but not 
than 400 persons participated. There 
were no speeches and very few cries 
against Americans. The line of march 
was through the principal streets, and 
the manifestants halted in front of a 
big Japanese store, crying ‘‘ Vivas for 
Japan. Small silk Japanese flags were 
carried with the Mexican colors. A 
detachment of police accompanied the 
procession, and the Minister of War, 
Gen. Blanquet, followed in an automo- 


bile. 

WASHINGTON, July 13,—Destitute 
Americans are arriving in the United 
States on every boat from Mexican 
orts. Many of them face financial ruin 
n consequence of the series of revolu- 
tions which have paralyzed commercial 
and industrial enterprises, and they are 
leaving the Soutnern republic with re- 
luctance. 3 

In the last month between four and 
five hundred Americans have been 
brought to the United States at Govern~- 
ment expense.

The correspondent 
says he gives the cinematographer’s 
statement because he appears to be a 
credible witness, but points out that 
there is no. first-hand evidence that 
the mutilations were inflicted while 
the Servians were alive. 


LONDON, Monday, July 14.—The Daily 
Telegraph correspondent with the Greek 
Army gays that the Greeks to date have 
captured eighty-two guns and 10,000 
prisoners. 

A Belgrade dispatch to The Telegraph 
says that the Servian invasion of Bul- 
garia has been successful, but was con- 
fined to the district between the fron- 
tier and the Pirot-Kustendil line. The 
Servians are advancing and making 
good pregress. 


Greeks Have 10,000 Prisoners. 


The Balkan States appear to be again 
in the melting pot. There is no 
sign of peace at present. Greece 


and Servia have declined so far 
to agree to an armistice. The Turkish 


Army is advancing by forced marches 
from Tchatalja and Bulair, apparently 
with the consent of Greece and Servia, 


to attempt the recapture of Adrianople 
and Thrace. Rumania is said to be pro- 
ceeding to occupy a much larger extent 
of Bulgarian territory than she previous- 
ly claimed, and Greece is burning to 
avenge the Bulgarian massacres, con- 
cerning which horrifying details con- 
tinually appear in the Official reports 
issued from Athens and Salonika.

Fifty Hurt Near Los Angeles in 
Electric Road Collision.

FLIES ACROSS THE ALPS. 


Bider Is Nearly Frozen in Passing 
Over the Jungfrau.

MILAN, July 13.—The aviator Bider 
this morning flew over the Bernese 
Alps from Berne to Milan, a distance 
of 115 miles, reaching a height of 
8,470 metres (about 12,267 feet) as 
he passed over the Jungfrau. 

Bider said he almost despaired of 
getting across this mountain. Al- 
though he lightened the aeroplane to 
the utmost possible extent, the air 
above the glacier was so rarified that 
it took two hours of perilous en- 
deavor to surmount the peak. The 
temperature was below zero, and he 
was so benumbed with cold that only 
by a supreme effort could he retain 
control of the steering wheel. 


PARIS-TO-BERLIN FLIGHT. 


Letort Makes Record Trip in Nine 
Hours Without a Stop. 


BERLIN, July 13.—The French avi- 
ator, Leon Letort, made a flight from 
Paris to Beriin to-day without a stop. 

He left the French capital at 4:10 
o’clock this morning and landed here 
at 1:10 in the afternoon. 

By his flight to-day Letort becomes 
the non-stop record holder. The distance 
covered was about 590 miles, which sur- 
passes the flight made on April 24 by 
Eugéne Gilbert, who fiew from Villa 
Coublay to Vittoria, Spain, a distance 
of 513 miles, in eight and one-half 
hours. 


WHITMAN SEES SULZER. 


Governor Won’t Say Whether Con- 
ference Concerned Stillwell. 


ALBANY, July 13.—District Attorney 
Whitman of New York had a conference 
to-night with Gov. Sulzer at the Execu- 
tive Mansion, where he was an over- 
night guest. The Governor said that the 
District Attorney and he discussed “ of- 
ficial business,’’ but declined to say 
whether their talk concerned Stephen J.

WOMAN PLUNGES TO DEATH. 


Descent from Boston Hotel Window

BOSTON, July 13.—Mystery surrounds 
the identity of a woman, 25 years old, 
who plunged to her death from the ninth 
floor of the Hotel Bellevue early yes- 
terday morning. The body was dis- 
covered in the areaway at the rear of 
the hotel several hours later. The case 
was one of suicide, in the opinion of 
Medical Examiner Magrath. 

“Mrs. Straber, New York,” was the 
inscription the woman placed on the 
hotel register when she arrived on July

The woman was 5 feet 2 inches tall, 
weighed 120 pounds, was of stocky build, 
and a pronounced brunette. In her low- 
er jaw are several gold-filled teeth and 
over her left eyebrow is a scar. She 
wore no jewels. She came to the hotel 
in a taxicab and seemed to have plenty 


of money.

MEETING 


Union Heads Hopeful That Erdman 
Amendments Will Pass, and That 
Railroads Will Arbitrate Then. 


The General Committee of One Thou- 
send, representing the locals of the 
a oa of Railroad Trainmen and 
the Order of Railroad Conductors on 
forty-two Eastern roads, assembled yes- 
terday morning at Webster Hall, in East 
Eleventh Street, and there gave formal 
and unanimous indorsement to the plan 
to strike for higher wages. Already 94 
per cent. of the membérs of the two 
Lrotherheods who had voted on it had 
| decided in favor of a strike, and yester- 
day’s action by the General Committee 
| was simply a ratification. This ratifica- 
tion put in the hands of two men the en- 
} tire power of calling from the railroad 
service nearly 100,000 men employed as 
conductors, baggagemen, brakemen, and 
| Switchmen. These two men are Austin 
iG Garretson of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, the 
chief of the conductors’ organization, and 
William G. Lee of Cleveland, Ohio, who 
for eighteen years has been the head of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 

The members of the General Commit- 
tee empowered the two chiefs to fix the 
day and the hour for the walk-out, but 
in giving this ratification they attached 
two conditions. They said that the pow- 
er was to be exercised ‘‘ should the at- 
titude of the Managers’ Committee re- 
main unchanged,’’ and they also direct- 
ed that no strike order should be issued 
until after Lee and Garretson had been 
to Washington, and there attended the 
conference which is to be held at the 
White House this afternoon. 

“With the purpose in view that no 
reasonable means for effecting a friend- 
ly settlement should be neglected by 
us,” said Lee and Garretson in their 
formal statement last evening, “ they 
authorized sufficient delay in mak- 
ing the strike order effective to 
permit us to attend the  confer- 
ence arranged for to-morrow in 
Washington with President Wilson, 
called for the consideration of the 
amendments to the Erdman act as em- 
bodied in the Newlands bill, in the hope 





that if such amendments were madenim. 


mediately effective it might induce the 
companies to abandon the position here- 
tofore maintained by the Conference 
Committee of Managers, and lead to a 
withdrawal of.their former refusal of 
our proposal to arbitrate under the pro- 
visions of the Fedaral law.” 


Heeded Civic Federation Plea. 


This action on the part of the brother- 

hoods was interpreted yesterday as a 
compliance with the appeal made on 
Saturday afternoon by Seth Low and 
his colleagues in the National Civic Fed- 
eration. In their confidence that the 
swift passage of the Newlands bill 
would lead to a peaceful settlement of 
the wage controversy under the provi- 
sions of the amended law the federa- 
tion officials urged the brotherhoods to 
delay all action until after this after- 
noon’s conference, and, although the 
two organizations would not withhold 
their ratification of the strike vote, they 
did grant the desired delay and did for 
the first time authorize their representa- 
tives to attend the conference at the 
| White House. This was all Mr. Low 
| wanted. Accompanied by Marcus M. 
Marks and Ralps M. Easley, Chairman 
of its Executive Council, Mr. Low de- 
parted yesterday afternoon, and Messrs. 
Garretson and Lee went on a night 
train. Although little was said, both 
parties seemed optimistic. 

‘““We want the Newlands bill passed,’’. 
said Mr. Garretson last night, ‘‘ and so 
do the firemen and the engineers. So 
do the railroad Presidents, and at that 
conference to-morrow we shall work 
side by side with President Rea of the 
Pennsylvania, President Brown of the 
New York Central, and President Wil- 
jlard of the Baltimore & Ohio. The Na- 
|tional Civic Federation wants the same 
bill and is working with us. There is 
just one opposing element, and that is 
Secretary Wilson, and we cannot join 
him in his indorsement of the Clayton 
bill. If you ask us whether we can ap- 
prove that alternative measure, our 
answer is an unqualified negative.’’ 

Mr. Low and Mr. Easley both both ex- 
pressed their conviction that the roads 
would feel morally bound to arbitrate 
under the Erdman act as amended by 
the Newlands bill, but the expression of 
no such conviction could be obtained last 
evening from Elisha Lee, the Chairman 
of the Conference Committee of Manag- 
ers, the body that refused flatly to ar- 
bitrate, and by this refusal terminated 
last Tuesday all negotiations between 
the roads and the brotherhoods. At his 
apartments at the Waldorf last night 
Mr. Lee was asked if he thought the 
managers would be willing to arbitrate 
under the Newlands bill. 

“That is something I cannot say, for 
it is something the managers have not 
discussed, although they may discuss it 
at their meeting to-morrow morning,” He 
answered. “It is a phase of the ques- 
tion which has been handled rather more 
by the committee of presidents than by 
the committee of managers, and I do not 
now know whether or not the passage of 
the law would lead to a change in our 
attitude.” 


Managers Will Meet To-day. 


For the first time since Tuesday, when 
the Brotherhood chiefs departed in ap- 
parent disgust after a stormy joint con- 
ference, the committee of managers wi. 
assemble this morning at the comrmrrew 
offices in the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Building in East Forty-fifth 
Street. There they will receive a formal 
communication from the brotherhoods 
outlining the action taken yesterday. 
Such warning was promised them when 
the negotiations were terminated so 
abruptly last week. 

The action taken yesterday was not 
by balloting in the Gneral Committee, 
but by individual decisions arrived at 
by the sub-committees representing the 
different locals. Each Adjustraent Com- 
mittee representing each local turned 
over to the chiefs its forma] ratifica- 
tion.

The railroad managers have the coin- 
fort of: knowing that the brotherhood 
rules prevent the firemen or the en- 
gineers from going on sympathetic 
strikes, but on this point yesterday Presi- 
dent Lée°6f the trainmen made an in- 
teresting suggestion. 

“Jt is true,” he said, “that the en- 
gineers are-obliged to stay at their throt- 
tles. regardless of what we do, because 
it is their duty to run their trains so 
long as they are not themselves on strike 
in the settlement of some controversy of 
their own, and the same. holds true of 
the firemen. But their duty compels 
them to stay in their cabs only so long 
as they feel their lives are not in danger.

‘“Is there anything so very ‘ expert’ 
about a trainman? asks J. W. Lee, 
spokesman of the managers. ‘‘ He has 
to help ladies on and off and he has to 
yell out, ‘New Rochelle,’ but that’s not

It has been pointed out already that 
the nucleus for a strike-breaking body 
of .conductors could be formed by re- 
calling to the service, the pensioned men, 
who would disobey the summons at the 
peril of forfeiting their pensions. The 
managers also could withdraw, many 
trains from the schedules in time of 
stress, and altogether they could run 
their roads in some fashion, according 
to the more confident’ among their 
spokesmen. But the officials of the 
National Civic Federation feel sure that 
there will be arbitration under the New- 
lands or a compromise bill, so they do 
not spend much time in discussing the 
possible ways and means of a Se 
Eastern roads after 100,000 men have 
left the train crews.

‘EXPECTS AN AGREEMENT. 


Washington Sanguine as to the Re- 
sult of Conference with Wilson.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—On the eve 
of ‘the confefence which President Wil- 
s0n will have at the White House to- 
morrow with representatives of the 
Eastern railroads and representatives 
of the railroad employes, the Civic Fed-

‘Chis 
related to the reported declaration of 
the railroad managers in New York, in 
connection with their refusal to nego- 
tiate after the strike vote was taken, 
that they would also not agree to sub- 
mit the controversy to arbitration on 
the proposed new plan. : 

It was learned to-night that it s 
not the railroad managers’ committee, 
but the Presidents of the railroads who 
had agreed with the Presidents of the 
brotherhoods upon the bill as intro- 
duced by Senator Newlands, and. the 
managers would be bound by the action 
of the railway Presidents. 

The indications to-night are that to- 
morrow’s conference will probably re- 
sult in two basic changes in the House 
bill as reported by Chairman Clayton 
of the Judiciary Committee. These 
will be: 

First—The proposed board of arbitra- 
tion will be composed of six persons, 
the railroads and the employes each 
to name two arbitrators, and the four 
arbitrators thus chosen to select, by 
pay vote, the other two arbitra- 
ors, 

Second—That the proposed Federal 
Commissioner of Mediation and Concili- 
ation, to be appointed by the President, 
must not be connected with or_ under 
the control of any Government. depart- 
ment, but must be chosen independently 
of any department. 

The House bill. proposes to have an 
arbitration board of nine, and that tha 
Commissioner of Mediation and Con- 
ciliation should be the Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics, and therefore under 
the Department of Labor.. The Senate 
bill provided for an arbitration board 
of six and a Commissioner of Media- 
tion independent of any Federal depart- 
ment. The agreement, which men here 
to-night believe will be reached at to- 
morrow’s confrence, is expected to be 
along the lines of the Senate's bill. 


CENTRAL VERMONT TROUBLE. 


Strike Threatened. for More Pay 
and Safe Operation.

BOSTON, July 13.—A ‘strike is threat- 
ened by the engineers and firemen of 
the Central Vermont Railroad unless 
their demand for a 20. per cent. in- 
crease im wages is granted.

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DIVERSE POLICIES 
FOR ARMY AND NAVY 


Garrison for Concentrating 
Troops, Daniels for Open- 
ing All Navy Yards. - 


BOTH AIM TO STRENGTHEN 


Navy Chief Is on Long. Inspection 
Tour—Army’s Head Leaves 
This Week. , 


Special to The New_York Times. 
WASHINGTON, .July 13.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy is on his way to the 
Pacific Coast to inspect navy yards and 


stations, and the Secretary of War will 
leave Washington on Wednesday on a 
tour of inspection of army forts and 
garrisons. Both trips are intended to 
form the groundwork for important pol- 
icies that have to do with preparedness 
for war as well as efficiency. and econ- 
omy of the land and naval forces in time 
of peace. The interesting thing in these 
inspections is that they are expected to 
develop two programmes of exactly op- 
posite policy. 5 

Secretary. Daniels started on his. In- 
spection trip with certain notions in 
regard to navy yard policy. He had in- 
dicated that he intended to reverse the 
course of his predecessor, George Von 
L. Meyer, with respect to keepeing open 
only those navy yards and stations that 
were regarded as necessary to the effi- 
ciency of the fleet and economical ad- 
/ministration. . Mr. Meyer clesed_ the 
naval stations at Pensacola, New Or- 
leans, San Juan, Porto Rico; Culebra 
Island in the West Indies, and Sitka, 
Alaska. He also shut-down the coaling 
plants at Frenchman's Bay and New 
London. Mr. Daniels intends to reopen 
the Pensacola yard, and his general 
policy is to utilize all the stations where 
the Government has plants and bar- 
racks. 

Secretary Garrison, on the other hand, 
is of the opinion that the abandonment 
of useless military stations and the con- 
centration of the military forces at 
fewer posts will be a long step forward 
in increasing the efficiency of the army. 

The policy of Secretary Garrison is to 
continue the plan of army maintenance 
and mobilization which President Taft 
and Henry L. Stimson, who was Secre- 
tary of _War.in Mr. Taft’s Cabinet, 
sought to establish. Toward the end of 
the Taft Administration Secretary Stim- 
son issued orders under which the dis- 
sociated units ef the regular military 
fo.ces in the United States, scattered 
in nearly fifty posts situated in twenty- 
four States, were to be united in a 
tactical organization of three infantry 
divisions, each consisting of two or 
three brigades of infantry and a di- 
visional.xproportion of cavalry and ar- 
tillery. :

“/ S$tudied Stimson Plan. 


Secretary Garrison has devoted much 
of his spare time.to studying the prob- 


lem that was left uncompleted by his 
predecessor and has come to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Stimson had the cor- 
rect view. It is to inform himself of 
conditions at army posts and to get the 
views of officers that Mr. Garrison will 
make the tour on which he will start 
next Wednesday. 

In order to carry out the Stimson plan 
in its entirety Secretary Garrison- must 
persuade Congress to let him abandon 
the posts that he decides are useless and 
procure appropriations for the construc- 
ion of itional barracks at the posts 
that will be retained and extended. He 
expects that when he returns from his 
tour he will be able to show that the 
plan is sound and is necessary for the 
good of the army. The opposition to the 
Plan among Congressmen from States 
that have army posts is very strong, 
and Mr. Garrison realizes that he will 
have a hard fight on his hands. 

There was a story afloat the other 
day that Mr. Garrison had said he 
would resign from the Cabinet if he 
could not persuade Congress to adopt 
his plan. This was denied by Mr. Gar- 
rison. He realizes that he must have 
first-hand information as to the neces- 
Sity of the proposed change in the man- 
agement of the army and is hopeful that 
With a Democratic President in the 
White House and with both houses of 
Congress in control of that party the 
idea of retrenchment’ and reform in the 
military administration will be -suffici- 
ently appealing to overcome the opposi- 
tion of those Democrats who live in 
States that Set great store by having 
army posts within their borders. 

Secretary Daniels has indicated that 
he is in favor of a consistent increase 
in the fleet, and is regarded as not be- 
ing in sympathy with the “little navy ” 
men. It is asserted in his behalf that 
his policy of opening up the navy yards 
is in line with a desire to build more 
battleships. Mr. Daniels has said that 
he did not favor putting any more 
money in brick and mortar—that is, to 
build any more barracks or shops at the 
big naval stations—but to use the money 
in building battleships. He . directed 
the suspension of contracts for the con- 
struction of marine barracks at. the 
Philadelphia and Boston Navy Yards 
and at Ancon, in the Panama Canal 
Zone. He also decided that plans for 
makin the Philadelphia yard an ad- 
vanced base for expeditionary forces 
should be abandoned, and made known 
that he contemplated reopening the 
abandoned Pensacola yard and making 
it the advanced base on the Atlantic 
Coast. 

Mr. Daniels believes it is sheer ex- 
travagance to let the shops and quar- 
ters at the Pensacola yard go to rack 
and ruin. He thinks that. they should 
be utilized because they are there, and 
he contemplates overhauling some of the 
shops and turning them into barracks 
for the accommodation of a considerable 
number of marines 


Finishing Philadelphia Barracks. 


Since his policy with regard to the 
navy yards at Philadelphia, Boston and 
Pensacola became known, Mr. Daniels 
has decided to let the contractor for the 
Philadelphia marine barracks go anead 
with the work, but he has made it clear 
that this does not mean that Philadel- 
phia is to be a point of concentration 
for marine corps expeditionary forces.

“Creating the millennium with the 
ballot and regardless of the staggering 
cost,” says Miss Chittenden, ‘ has been 
California's beautiful dream since wo- 
man suffrage carried the State ten 
months ago. Children are not to be 
separated from their parents because of 
poverty. The State is to subsidize the 
home. School teachers are to be pen- 
sloned. Old people are to receive an an- 
nual income. Prisoners are to be paid 
for their work in the jails. A régime of 
ease and comfort is to dawn in the 
Golden State. And then everybody in 
the community will be happy except the 
taxpayers, who must become paupers or 
criminals before they can draw divi- 
on their investments in Cali- 
fornia’s utopian scheme.

Wants War Department ta Help 
Perfect Her Smokeless Powder. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—War Depart- 
ment officlals have been placed in an 
embarrassing position, it became known 
to-day, by a request from agents of the 
French Government for assistance from 
|}the department’s Ordnance Bureau in 
perfecting the smokeless powder now 
used by the French Army and Navy, 
A series of unexplained disastrous ex- 
plosions in the French magazines aboard 
ship and ashore is said to have led to 
this request, which is unusual in view 
of the efforts made by most nations to 
protect the secret of their powder prep- 
arations. 

The War Department buys all of its 
powder under contract from an Amer- 
ican company, and this corporation has 
protested vigorously against the disclos- 
ure of its trade secrets to a foreign Gov- 
ernment, asserting that from patriotic 
motives it had previously rejected over- 
tures from this foreign Government to 
sell it powder or to establish a powder 
factory in France.

Chief Magistrate Kempner 
Holds Court in Prospect Park 
and Assesses $1 Fines. 


GAYNOR’S WARNING HEEDED 


Acting Commissioner McKay 


Pleased After Tour—Rain Puts 
Crowds to Flight. 


A new Summer diversion, in Which 
rou threw away a bit of litter and 
drew a summons to court, was intro- 
Guced into the parks of Manhattan yes- 
terday. It was a diversion of which 
only a few persons took advantage. 

In the case of Prospect Park in 
Grooklyn offenders were marched away 
to court at once. The court was held 
in the park itself, and it assessed dam- 
ages at the rate of $1 per prisoner. In 
behalf of the park police and of Chief 
Magistrate Kempner, who held court 
from 2 until 5 P. M., it was announced 
that the court sessions would be con- 
tinued along with the band concerts 
every Sunday afternoon till Labor Day. 

In Central Park it was planned to 
hold court, but serious offenders were 
Jacking, for which reason no Magistrate 
Was summoned to the green to assess 
{ines or order miscreants into the Ar- 
fenal Police Station to sit on chairs 
vitil the end of the legal day’s im- 
prisonment. which was 5 o'clock, ac- 
cording to the park rule adopted. Sum- 
rronses were supplied for all the derelic- 
tions.

The remarkable orderliness of the 
trousands of people brought enthusias- 
tic comment from Magistrate Kempner 
end Acting Police Commissioner Mc- 
Kay, who toured through the park in 
company with Deputy Commissioner 
Dillon and Inspector Hughes, in whose 
district Prospect Park is. 

The Magistrate sat in a room in the 
old Litchfield mansion, now used as the 
park -police station. He waited for an 
hear, and nobody was brought before 
him. Finally at 4 o’clock a policeman 
walked in with a scared lad on each side 
of him. She charge, as it was painfully 
laid before the court, was that the two 
boys had broken the rules of the park 
in that they had acted in a disorderly 
manner. They had tossed a _ baseball 
each to the other upon a lawn where 
such things were forbidden. 

Magistrate Kempner looked severely 
upon the boys, and the boys looked tear- 
fully at him. The policeman reported 
that they had been warned, but had in- 
sisted on playing ball in spite of the 
warning. This the boys admitted was 
true, 

The result of hearing the confession 
from the two youngsters was that Chief 
Magistrate Kempner delivered a lecture. 
He reminded them that the park was 
made for orderly people, that the taxes 
which they would one day have to pay 
were used to keep it in condition, and 
that it would be right for all good boys 
to obey all the rules 

Most of those who heard the Magis- 
trate’s lecture thought he was going to 
close by telling the boys to go and play 
ball no more. But Magistrate Kempner 
recognized that the boys were instru- 
ments in his hands through which he 
was setting up a new order of things in 
park discipline, and he wanted. to start 
the new order off with something better 
than an acquittal. So he agsessed the 
boys $1 each. They searched their pock- 
ets: while their tears flowed. The com- 
bined capital of both amounted to 7 
cents-in pennies and two dimes, which 
they were counting on for carfare to get 
home. 

They offered all their cash to the 
court, but it was refused on the ground 
that the sentence could not be compro-- 
mised. It was suggested that the boys 
would have to go to jail to serve a sen- 
tence in lieu of the fines, unless some 
good friends came forward. In the 
courtroom were neither friends nor 
Samaritans, so jail seemed to be staring 
the youngsters in the face. 

But Magistrate Kempner did not wish 
it to go that way. He had the court at- 
tendant bring in two chairs, and told the 
boys to take seats upon them. He told 
them that they were to consider them- 
seives in jail and that they must not 
meve until told to do so. The boys set- 
tled down to serve their sentences and 
were thereafter interested spectators of 
the court proceedings. 

A man whose appearance suggested 
that he was fresh from the coutry was 
brought in. He had heard the band 
music and had driven up close to the 
bandstand and then had let his horse 
stand while he got out of his buggy to 
see how the bandsmen manipulated 
their instruments. In his absorption 
he had neglected to tie his horse, and 
the policeman who arrested him could 
show where this was a violation of a 
park rule. This offender had a dollar 
bill in his purse and he willingly paid it 
over and drove away. 

The final offenders of the day were 
two urchins who had been peddling 
chewing gum. For this they had no H- 
cense, and as they threw away a box 
after selling the packages of gum it had 
contained they were arrested on the 
Aovh'o charge of iittering the park and 
neddling without a license. The appear- 
ance of the boys suggested that a fine of 
even $1 would prove a real hardship. 
They were allowed to go after being 
warned that they must not peddle cum 
again without a license and must not 
throw away the boxes after selling their 
contents. 

A heavy rain which passed over the 
nark at 4.30 o'clock forced its crowds to 
ccurry for shelter. In Central Park the 
rain broke up the afternoon band con- 
cert, and in Fort Washington Park the 
downpour came on so suddenly that 
hurdredg of persons were drenched be- 
fcre they could reach shelter. 

Mr. McKay said last night that he be- 
lieved the worst period of park littering 
was over, as the people seemed to have 
taken Mayor Gaynor’s warning seriously. 


TO AID RUMANIAN JEWS. 


Campaign to Help Them Obtain 
Right to Citizenship. 


A campaign to raise a fund to aid 
the Jews in Rumania in obtaining the 
right to citizenship in that country, as 
granted by the terms of the Berlin 
Treaty, was started yesterday follow- 
ing an address by Representative Henry 
M. Goldfogle before the Federation of 


Rumanian Jews of America assembled in 
the Floral Garden, 74 East Fourth 
Street, for its sixth annual convention. 
Several hundred delegates cheered wild- 
ly when the speaker said it was the 
duty of the Christian nations to force 
Rumania to live up to the treaty. Mr. 
Goldfogle said in part: 

“The Jews in Rumania are forced to 
enlist in the army and shed their blood 
in the couptry’s war with Bulgaria, but 
vet they can’t vote or become citizens. 
United States and other nations should 
force Rumania to Hive up to what she 
agreed to in 1878.’’

BEQUEST BARS RITUALISM. 


Brookman Trust Fund for West 


Park Episcopal Church Conditional. 
Special to The New York Times. 

KINGSTON, N. Y., July 13.—under the 
will of John U. Brookman, for many 
years a well-known financier of New 
York City, the Episcopal Chuich of the 
Ascension at West Park, Ulster County, 
is to receive the income of a trust fund 
of $30,000 under certain conditions. 
When Mr. Brookman’s wife died about 
a year ago she requested her husband 
in her will to provide a trust fund of 
20,000 for the benefit of the church, so 
long as ritualism did not enter into the 
service, or the church was not under 
the influence of the Episcopal Order of 
the Holy Cross. Mr. Brookman in his 
will, which has been filed for probate 
here, raised the bequest to $30,000, the 
income to be paid to the church during 
the lives of Doland S. Walker and Kath- 
erine Carleton Walker, or for twenty 
years, should either of them live be- 
yond that period. 

Mr. Brookman provides that if, in the 
judgment of either of the Walkers, 
whose judgment shall be entirely con- 
clusive, ‘‘the services of the church 
shall become more ritualistic than they 
think desirable, or the said church shall 
become too much under the influence of 
the Order of the Holy Cross,” the 
Walkers, or either of them, are em- 
powered to pay the net income of the 


trust fund equally to the Baptist Church 
of West Park and the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of Esopus. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brookman for many 
years had a Summer home at West 
Park, and during the latter years of 
their lives spent their entire time there. 
Mr. Brookman was Senior Warden of 
the Church of the Ascension. His es- 
tate is estimated at $500,000. The Order 
of the Holy Cross has its principal 
headquarters at West Park.

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FINDS LITTMAN WAS 
BARRED AS A JEW 


The Charge of Discrimination in 
National Guard Upheld by 
Col. Bendell’s Report. 


CENSURE FOR BARTHMAN 


— 


Gov. Sulzer Approves Findings— 


Littman Plans Movement to Stop 
Anti-Racial Tendencies in Guard. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 13.—Gov. Sulzer to-day 
made public the report of Lieut. Col. 
Herman Bendell of Albany, a retired 
officer of the National Guard, who finds 
after an investigation that Samuel Litt- 
man of Brooklyn, when a Sergeant of 
Company B, Forty-seventh Infantry, 
and a candidate for promotion to Second 
Lieutenant, was discriminated against 
on account of his religious belief. 

Gov. Sulzer has approved the report 
and has instructed Adjt. Gen. Hamilton 
to carry out the recommendations made. 
These are that Col, Henry C. Barth- 
man, commanding the Forty-seventh In- 
fantry, “be censured and otherwise 
dealt with as his offense, in the judg- 
ment of the Commander in Chief, may 
warrant’’; that ‘permission be given 
to ex-Sergt. Littman, if he desires to do 
so, to re-enlist within a period of thirty 
days: that in due time after his re-en- 
listment an election for the choice of 
Second Lieutenant in Company B be or- 
dered,’’ and that Should evidence of 
race or religious discrimination be mani- 
fested at such election the status and 
discipline of the Guard will best be 
served by disbanding Company B.” 

Lieut. Col. Bendell also finds that 
“the inquiry brought to light a_ condi- 
tion in Company B, and the Forty- 
seventh Regiment as a whole, which 
in my judgnfent would justify an inves- 
tigation with a view to making radical 
changes.”’ 

Gov. Sulzer directed the Adjutant Gen- 


eral to carry out the recommendations 
“in letter and spirit.” 

““When I became Governor,” said Mr. 
Sulzer, “I said that there must be no 
discrimination in the National Guard on 
account of race, religion, or previous 
condition. I meant it. Let all con- 
cerned understand this and govern 
themselves accordingly.”’ 


Opposition from Barthman. 
The report states that Littman, who 
was serving his second term of enlist- 
ment, ‘“‘ was an aspirant’’ for the posi- 


tion of Second Lieutenant, 
tinues:

His record during his first term was pocr 
as to attendance, but for the second it 
was high. The record shows that no elec- 
tion took place, and that no election could 
have been held while Littman was a candi- 
date, because of opposition to littman’s 
candidacy on the part ef Col. Barthman. 
Littman alleged that the opposition to him 
was based on the fact that he was a Jew, 
and that he had been debarred from advance- 
ment on that account; that the prelimi- 
nary steps toward an election at which he 
hoped to becoine the choice of the company 
had been made impossible because of such 
discrimination. 


After Littman’s allegations became 
public Col. Barthman, at the request of 
Adj. Gen. Hamilton, reported that Litt- 
man was a “ self-proclaimed candidate,”’ 
that no caucus had been held or request 
for an election made, and that Littman’s 
military récord ‘‘did not warrant his 
promotion to a commissioned office.’’ 

The report states that Col. Barthman 
testified during the investigation that in 
a conference with Littman he said: 

** Sergeant, you are a business man, a 
man of sense. I, as commanding offi- 
cer, even if your record is good, would 
not advise you to accept a commission 
in a council where you would be the only 
one of your race.’’ 


No Doubt of Discrimination. 


Col. Bendell says in his report: 

The inquiry might have been closed at 
that polnt because Col. Barthman’s quoted 
testimony showed to my satisfaction that 
Sergt. Littman had been discriminated 
against because of his religious belief and 
that, no matter what degree of efficiency 
he might attain in the Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment, the fact that he was a Jew would 
debar him from promotion to a place where 
he might become the only Jew in the coun- 
cil of officers. 

I find by the evidence of the case be- 
foreme that the determining features which 
led to Col. Barthman’s conclusion concern- 
ing ex-Sergt. Littman’s candidacy were not 
as stated in his communication to the 
Adjutant General on Feb. 28, 1918, but the 
fear that “ things: might not be pleasant ’’ 
for a Jew in the council of officers was 
the cause of his opposition. 

In view of the fact that the Commander 
in Chief has ordered me to append with 
the facts in this case my recommendations, 
I respectfully recommend that for the in- 
jection of the question of race or religicn 
in matters of the National Guard, for 
making it evident to a number of en- 
listed men that all efforts on their part to 
attain to the grade of cummissioned, officer 
would be of no avail because o? their 
religious faith, thus stifling ardor and 
killing ambition, Col. Barthman should be 
censured and otherwise dealt with as his 
offense in the judgment of the Commander 
in Chief may warrant. 

Because of the discrimination against 
him Littman resigned from the Nation- 
al Guard. His friends appealed to the 
No action was 
taken, and another appeal to the Gov- 
ernor was made. Edward Lauterbach, 
Leon J. Sanders, and Maurice 8S. Sim- 
mons represented Littman at the in- 
quiry last month. Col. Barthman was 
represented by Col. Alexander Bacon. 


LITTMAN PLANS A CRUSADE. 


Will Try to Rid National Guard of 
All Anti-Jewish Discrimination. 


Ex-Sergt. Samuel Littman said at his 
home, 1,150 De Kalb Avenue, Brooklyn, 
last night, that he considered his vic- 
tory, as announced from Albany, only 
the first step in a crusade he intended 
to conduct, in association with others, 
to rid the National Guard of New York 
of anti-Jewish discrimination. 

“IT did not take up this matter,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ because I wanted to be elected a 
commissioned officer in the Forty- 
seventh Regiment at once. I saw that a 
large part of the Forty-seventh was 
made up of men of the Jewish faith, and 
yet not a single commissioned officer 
was of the Jewish faith. I undertook 
the fight on behalf of all the Jewish 
young men in the National Guard. Col. 


Maurice Simmons, my counsel, and I 
are not going to stop now, but are going 
much further. 

“The attention of the Governor has 
already been called to the fact that we 
understand that one member of the 
Examining Board of the First Brigade 
has said that no man of the Jewish 
faith will ever be made a commisséoned 
officer while he is on the board. We 
understand that it is practically an un- 
written rule in the Seventh Regiment 
that no young man of the Jewish faith 
may join that regiment. 

“There are 1,000,000 people of the 
Jewish faith paying taxes to support 
the National Guard, and we propose to 
put the National Guard on a non-sec- 
tarian basis. Our purpose will be to 
disclose to the Governor all cases of 
discrimination of which we can learn. 
Whether I shall enlist again or not I do 
not know. But if I do re-enlist it will be 
with the idea of submitting myseif_ for 
examination for a commission and of 
becoming a commissioned officer.’’ 

Col. Henry C. Barthman of the Forty- 
seventh Regiment said at his home, 892 
Park Place, Brooklyn, that he would 
not discuss the report until he had ob- 
tained an official copy of it. He re- 
fused to indicate his intentions, but he 
would not deny the report that he had 
said he.would resign if the Governor’s 


investigator failed to sustain his course.

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SEEK PATERSON LANDLORDS 


Criminally Liable for Water Shut 
Off in Tenanted Houses.

PATERSON, N. J., July 13.—Health 
Officer J, Alexander Brown said this 
evening that he and his men were hav- 
ing difficulty in finding owners of 


houses where the water company had 
either turned off the water or had 
threatened to do so unless the water 
taxes, long past Gue, were paid up. Mr. 
Browne said that many of the owners 
of these houses lived in New York City, 
and for that reason it was doubly hard 
for his men to find them, He said that 
where the water had been turned off he 
would allow the !andlords forty-eight 
hours in which to have it turned on 
again, and then failure to have this done 
would result in criminal prosecution. 

Many of the houses are rented by 
strikers, who have mo money. The 
landlords have not been able to collect 
rents from them for five months or 
more, and, consequently, have not met 
the water taxes. 

The law prescribes that the landlord 
must maintain water in all tenanted 
property. 


15,000 AT REUNION. 


Holy Name Societies Meet at Acad- 
emy of St. Joseph. 


Fifteen thousand members of the Holy 
Name Societies of the Diocese of Brook- 
lyn and Long Island attended the annual 
reunion held yesterday afternoon under 
the pines in the grounds of the Academy 
of St. Joseph, at Brentwood, L. I. The 
exercises began with a parade through 
the streets of the village.

A man, as yet unidentified, riding a 
motor cycle on Ocean Boulevard at Fos- 
ter Avenue yesterday afternoon about 
5 o'clock ran into a mud puddle and 
lost control of his machine. The motor- 
cycle swerved to the side of the road 
and ran into a tree.

POINTS TO GROWING EXODUS 


Hits at Labor Union Leaders and 
Says They Are Selling Out Their 
Followers Every Day. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, July 13.—Gov. Eugene N. 
Foss came out to-day with a statement 
condemning the Democratic Congress 
for its tariff legislation and announcing 
that in the future he would do the 
greater part of his machinery manufact- 
uring in Canada. This statement fol- 
lowed the announcement that the B. F. 
Sturtevant Company, the concern which 
the Governor controls, had purchased a 
factory in Galt, Ont. Mr. Foss takes 
the opportunity to repeat the denuncia- 
tion of the Democratic Party’s policies 
which he uttered in the form of a special 
message to the Legislature some weeks 
ago. 

Gov. Foss also criticised conditions in 
the labor unions throughout the coun- 
try. He said laboring men were being 
sold out by their leaders every day in 


be investigated. 


The Governor’s statement about the 


tariff and the removal of the plant is as| conducting this strike told the men that 


follows: 


For more than twelve years one of 
the principal Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, which I represent, has had under 
consideration a plan of transferring to 
Canada a large portion of its work. 
I have personally opposed this plan 
and endeavored to maintain this indus- 
trial enterprise, in full, here in Massa- 
chusetts, but am now convinced that it 
is no longer possible to defer action 
on this matter. 

Accordingly, I make the announce- 
ment, although I do so with sincere 
regret, that the B. F. Sturtevant Com- 
pany has just completed the purchase 
of a manufacturing plant in Gali, 
Ontario, and that a large part of the 
work which has hitherto been done at 
Hyde Park will now be transferred to 
Canada. 

All over the United States the tend- 
ency among the principal manufactur- 
ing interests is toward the establish- 
ment of plants in Canada. This modve- 
ment has been going on for many 
years, and it is estimated that froimn 
three to five hundred million dollars 
of American capital is now invested 
in these Canadian plants. The Sturte- 
vant Company must join the. proces- 
sion in order to meet the conditions 
of the industry, for the movement has 
now proceeded to a point where cor- 
porations which fail to follow are 
faced with serious embarrassment. 
American manufacturers have coim- 
pletely filled the American market, 
and their production is now greatly in 
excess of the domestic demand. Under 
these conditions, the expansion of 
their domestic plants is impossible, 
and it is becoming necessary for them 
to curtail production. 

If they had a reasonable outlet for 
their surplus products, under recipro- 
cal trade agreements with other coun- 
tries, these industries could remain at 
home and grow, but under the condi- 
tions that exist they must remove to 
those countries whose markets they 
desire to reach. 

The Sturtevant Company can no 
longer ignore this movement. The in- 
dustrial situation demands that it take 
part. Therefore, after more than a 
decade of effort to render this step 
unnecessary, it is reluctantry obliged 
to accept the situation and remove to 
Canada a part of its work, thus cu 
tailing production in Massachusetts. 

This movement of American manu- 
factures to Canada could be stopped 
and they could remain intact in this 
country if it were not for the absurd 
conditions created by our tariff legis- 
lation. 

We should have with Canada and 
other countries such trade agreements 
as would enable us to manufacture our 
goods in the United States, giving em- 
ployment to American workingmen, 
and utilizing only American capital. 

But such agreements would imply a 
recognition of the principle of reci- 
procity. If we were to ship the prod- 
ucts of American factories to Canada 
and to NBurope without the present 
handicaps, we should require certain 
trade concessions from the Govern- 
ments of our customer nations, and in 
return for these concessions we should 
be expected to grant similar ones to 
the products of those countries. 

While the McKinley tariff recognized 
this principle, the later Republican 
tariffs have mainly ignored it and 
substituted retaliation and trade re- 
prisals, practically imposing a prohibi- 
tive fine upon our foreign commerce. 

Four years ago those who were then 
responsible for the policy of the Re- 
publican Party in Massachusetts told 
me that my tariff belief was inconsis- 
tent with membership in that party. 
It was at that juncture that I endeav- 
ored to secure from the Democratic 
Party some recognition of reciprocity, 
ag the only reasonable basis of a tariff 
system. 

The Massachusetts Democracy adopt- 
ed my views on this question, making

RADIUM SPRINGS WATER. 


Thermal and Radlo-Active Proper- 
ties Found In Analysis. 


The Lancet of London, which pub- 
lished some time ago an analysis from 
its own laboratory of samples of water 
taken from three radium springs in the 
Sinclair Pass in British Columbia, print- 
ed this additional information in its last 


issue: 

“These springs are grouped on_ the 
east bank of the Columbia River, about 
sixty miles south of Golden and thir- 
teen miles north of Windermere. They 
are not far (some fifty miles) from the 
well-known sulphur waters at Banff, 
and altogether the district seems well 
served with minéral waters, but those 
in the Sinclair Pass would appear to be 
unique, inasmuch as recent investiga- 
tion has shown that they are powerfully 
radio-activé. The temperature of the 
waters is 115 degrees Fahrenheit, so 
that they are correctly described as 
thermal. 

“In considering the results of our 
analysis we pointed out the probability 
of the waters showing, when examined 
at the source, marked radio-active prop- 
erties. Curiously enough, the mineral 
ingredients proved to be similar in kind 
and amount to those found in the Bath 
waters, which are also thermal and 
radio-active. The important observa- 
tion has been made now that, apart 
from the emanations, the Sinclair water 
must contain, according to well-known 
methods of deduction, radium itseif. 

“ Subsequent examination made at the 
laboratories: of the McGill University, 
Montreal, showed that the Sinclair 
springs contain more radium and ra- 
dium emanation than are present in the 
Bath waters. There should be a future 
for the-application of these waters in 
therapeutics, since they show a radio~ 
activity which is not equaled, as far as 
inquiry has gone, elsewhere. For a 
long time the waters have had a con- 
siderable local reputation in the treat- 
ment of gout, rheumatism, and _ skin 
diseases, and practice has furnished 
evidence that they are effective in min- 
istering to those diseases which are 
known to be benefited by a course of 
radio-active treatment. . 

“Tt is believed that rich radium-bear- 
ing earths occur in the neighborhood, 
a belief which we hope is well founded, 
since the world’s supply so far is all too 
short for wide and effective medical 
treatment. We learn that deposits of 
pitchblende (uranium ore) have been 
found, and the belief is that these will 
show & valuable return of radium. 

“Any augmentation of the supply of 
radium will be welcomed, for without 
this increased supply the science of 
radio-therapeutics must necessarily ad- 
vance slowly.”

STOPPING EGG BREAKAGE. 


Millions to be Saved Industry Yleld- 
ing $500,000,000 a Year. 


To reduce the enormous breakage of 
eggs in transit, which yearly causes a 
loss of millions of dollars to producers 
and raises the price of eggs for con- 
sumers, the United States Department 
of Agriculture, through its Bureau of 


Chemistry, is making experiments to 
determine the safest manner of packing 


eggs for long and short shipment by 
rail. The waste from the breakage of 
eggs, according tod the Wear Book, in 
New York City alone in one year was 
137,804,768 eggs, or more than 11,500,000 
dozens, out of a total consumption in 
1909 of 127,689,600 dozens of eggs. in 
other words, about 9 per cent. of all 
eggs received in New York were crack- 
ed, and of these a large number were un- 
fit for food use. The egg supply of large 
citles, and particularly New York, has 
to come from a long distance, because, 
according to the thirteenth census, the 
Middle Atlantic States in 1909 sold only 
about 110,000,000 dozens of eggs, or not 
enough to supply New York alone if 
every egg had been sent to that point. 
For the Kastern coast cities the distant 
corn districts are practically the sole 
source of supply, because the little gray 
hen does not have to scratch so hard for 
a living in the corn field .as she does 
where grain is scarce. Increasing con- 
sumption of eggs adds to the distance 
from which eggs must come, and makes 
the safe shipment of this valuable food 
product more and more essential. 

It is figured that the eggs now broken 
in shipment naturally tend to keep the 
price of this valuable food higher. The 
Food Research Laboratory is. now en- 
gaged in shipping eggs handled in dif- 
ferent ways on long journeys to differ- 
ent points in the United States, and is 
carefully noting their condition on re- 
ceipt at their destination. 

Shippers, railroad men, and commis- 
sion men are co-operating heartily with 
the investigators of the Government. 

Railroads contend that their damage 
losses are such as to make the carrying 
of eggs unprofitable. The shippers and 
consignees have large sums of money 
tied up in claims and litigation with the 
roads. If the Government. succeeds, as 
it hopes to do, in devising a successful 
method of shipping eggs, it will con- 
tribute vastly to the poultry industry, 
which amounts to half a billion dollars 
annually. 7

More Power for Seizure and Regu- 
lation Found by Attorney General. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 13.—A far- 
reaching extension of the Food and 
Drugs act recently went into effect by 
the unanimous vote of three Cabinet 
Secretaries. On motion of Secretary 
Houston, acting under an opinion of the 
Attorney General, and with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of Commerce, the Department of Agri- 
culture was authorized to put domestic 
meat and meat ‘food products fully un- 
der the provisions of the Food and 
Drugs act. For the first time, there- 
fore, the manufacturers of meat foods 
are réquired to comply with the Food 
and Drugs act, as well as the meat in- 
spection law. ' 

This action was taken by revoking 
Regulation 39 of the Rules and Regula- 
tions for the enforcement of the act, 
which was adopted Oct. 17, 1906, and 
Since that time has specifically ex- 
smpte’ meats and meéat food products 
and tneir producers from the operation 
of the law oe food and drugs. 

Owing to this regulation, now revoked, 
the Department of Agriculture hitherto 
had been effectually prevented from 
proceeding against manufacturers of 
meat foods under the Pure Food law, or 
ordering seizures and prosecutions for 
misbranding or adulteration of domestic 
meats, 

Under the Meat Inspection law alone 
Meat Inspectors had no power to seize 
bad or adulterated méat or meat food 
products. The only remedy possible was 
to proceed criminally against any one 
selling bad meat. 

The Department of Agriculture can 
now seize and prevent the sale of bad 
or adulterated meat, and the Govern- 
ment can control meat foods in inter- 
state commerce from the hoof to the 
rétalier. It requires all manufactured 
meat products to conform fully to its 
labeling regulation, and can enforce its 
penalties, prosecutions, and selzures for 
misbranding and adulteration. The defi- 
nition of ‘‘ misbranding ’’ under the Food 
and Drugs act is far more stringent 
than the ruie preventing the sale of 
meat products under a false or decep- 
tive name under the Meat Inspection 
law. 

Section 8 of the Food and Drugs act, 
to which manufacturers of meat must 
now conform, provides that the term 
‘“ misbranded’’’ shall apply to ‘all ar- 
ticles of food or articles which enter 
into the composition of food, the pack- 
age or label of which shall bear any 
statement, design, or device regarding 
such article, or the ingredients or sub- 
stances contaitied therein, which shall 
be false or misleading in any particu- 
lar, and to any food product which is 
falsely branded as to the State, Terri- 
tory, or country in which it is manu- 
factured or produced.”

STATE TO GAIN $200,000,000. 


Minnesota Will Have Huge School 
Fund from Ore Royalties by 1950. 


Minnesota figures that its school fund 
will be increased $1,000,000 by the royal- 
ties on ore taken from State holdings 
this year. By 1950, when nearly all the 
existing mineral contracts will have éx- 
pired, the State Auditor estimates that 
the school funds of the State will aggre- 
gate $200,000,000, divided as follows: 
Permanent school fund, $130000,000; per- 
manent university fund, $20,000,000; 
swamp land fund, $50,000,000. This wili 
mean an income of $8,000,000 each year 
if invested at 4 per cent. 

It was in 1880 that iran ore was dis- 
covered in the northern part of the 
State. For several years little attention 
was paid to the matter, but in 1888 the 
real value of these great ore bodies 
began to be realized. It was found that 
ore of merchantable quality, lying in a 
blanket formation and deep pockets, ex- 
tended in a belt one to three miles wide 
and 100 miles long, from Vermillion 
Lake southwesterly to the Mississippi 
River, near Grand Rapids. 

The State owned 40,000 acres of land 
in this belt, and found itself in pos- 
session of the richest heritage of any 
State in the Union. The Legislature in 
1889 passed laws authorizing fifty-year 
leases of the mines on a basig of a 
royalty 0f/25 cents a ton. Several leases 
were mado under these terms and still 
are in force. In 1907 the law was re- 


pesled, but a new law Will be drafted | 


calling for a larger royalty. 

The State lands have been only partly 
explored, but there are 150,000,000 tons 
of ore in the area which has been de- 
veloped. It is estimated by the State 
Auditor that the land covered by min- 
eral contracts now in force will mine 
600,000,000 tons of ore. 

Moreover, the iron range is steadily 
;expanding. Valuable ore has been found 
in the Cuyuna range, extending 100 miles 
west of Grand Rapids, and in the Lake 
and Cook County district, extending 
northeasterly from Duluth. The State 
owns much land in these sections, and 
the ultimate income from mines on 
that property may reach an enormous 
amount. .

For more than an hour he remained 
within a half mile of the starting point, 
tossing around and ridtng on the high 
waves without making any advance. 
He was accompanied by a rowboat in 
which were two members of His society. 
Charles Kaufman and P. Frommhold, 
in addition to the thirty-foot gasoline 
launch Francis. 

On board the launch was a party of 
life savers, headed by Commodore Ed- 
ward C. Brennan, who mapped out his 
course. At about 1 o’clock the launch 
sighted a capsized fishing sloop, and, 
after rescuing four of its party of seven, 
revurned to the assistance of Brown, 
| who after a short time abandoned the 
swim. 

When coming out of the water Brown 
was still strong, and showed little effect 
of his stiff battle against the wind and 
tide, and announced his intention 
again try the swim within two weeks. 
Brown has a long list of distance swims 
to his credit. In 1907 he won the cham-

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THE GOVERNMENTAND ITS BONDS 

There are $730,882,130 of Govern- 
ment 2s outstanding, including the 
two issues of Panama 2 per cent. 
bonds. Of these $699,984,000 are held 
in trust by the Government for the 
account of National banks, $686,313,- 
800 to secure circulation, and $13,- 
670,200 to secure deposits. This leaves 
outstanding free bonds to the total 
of $30,898,130. 

The change announced last week in 
respect to the manner of dealing with 
these 2 per cent. bonds goes a long 
sway toward meeting the situation 
created by the Currency bill so far 
as it affects the Government bond 
market, but it does not fully cover 
the ground. The bill still provides 
that all the Government deposits held 
by the national banks shall be turned 
over to the Federal reserve banks, 
and this, of course, will release all the 
Government bonds which are pledged 
as security for Government deposits. 
These include $13,670,200 of 2 per 
cent. bonds which would have to find 
use as security for additional circula- 
tion. It would take a long time to 
absorb that amount of bonds for cir- 
culation purposes, and in the mean- 
while these would Weigh on the mar- 
ket. This last fiscal year there was 
a@ net increase of a little over $11,- 
000,000 in the national bank notes in 
circulation. 

The main fact which must be-def- 
initely borne in mind is that the furd= 
ed debt of the United States has been 
on an artificial basis, and it is now 


proposed to put it on a natural invest- 
ment basis. It is axiomatié that the 
Government should not propose any 
terms to its existing bondholders 
which involve a surrender of these 
bonds for less than their pare value. 
What is needed, apparently, to do 
away with all concern regarding the 
effect which the proposed readjust- 
ment of the nation’s debt will have 
on the holders of the Government’s 
bonds, is a simple declaration on the 
’ authority of the nation that no steps 
will be taken which will amount to 
the retirement of the existing 2 per 
cent. bonds at less than par. Such 
a declaration authoritatively made 
‘would remove an element of hesita- 
tion which remains even after the 
praiseworthy change which has been 
announced ‘in the terms of the Cur- 
rency bill. 

Plainly, too, a market risk is in- 
volved in accepting a 3 per cent. bond 
in lieu of existing 2 per cent. bonds, 
and the holders of the latter should 
not be forced to assume any such 
risk. We must look fo the eventual 
working of the terms proposed in the 
Currency bill, and some assurance 
ought to be given that twenty years 
hence, when the 2 per cent. bonds 
then still outstanding are to be dealt 
with, the holders will not be forced 
“to accept a 3 per cent. bond which 
might at that time be worth a pre- 
mium, but which on the other hand 
might have to be sold at a substan- 
tial discount. 

This is an opportunity to deal with 
the Government’s funded debt in a 
comprehensive manner. It might be 
possible and wise to establish a fund 
for the actual retirement of the 2 per 
cent. bonds. To what better use could 
the possible earnings of the Govern- 
ment from the proposed Federal re- 
serve banks and from the tax on cir- 
‘culation to be issued as part of the 
new currency plan be put than to the 
reduction of the national debt? Such 
a-fund, increased as need be from 
other sources, could be used for the 
purchase of 2 per cent. bonds, thus 
tending to support the market for 
these issues during the period of 
transition and for the eventual retire- 
ment at par of any bonds remaining 
outstanding at the end of the twenty- 
gear period. 

The Panama 2 per cent. bonds have 
a.definite maturity, and fer that rea- 
“gon ‘are preferred by a number of 
banks over the consols of 1930, which 
are redeemable in that year, but will 
run thereafter at the pleasure of the 

_ Government. Unless we are to com- 
mit ourselves detinitely to the policy 
ey ot ma taining @ public debt at all 
times it will: move in the right

direction te provide for the actual Te- 
tirement of these, bonds, 

It is important to bear in mind the 
effect upon the position of Govern- 
ment bonds of the possible withdraw- 
al from the national bank system of 
banks which may not be sufficiently 
well pleased, with the proposed cur- 
rency law to remain’in the national 
system. Some such there will un- 
doubtedly be if the law should pass In 
its present form—how many, there is 
no way of telling. But the withdraw: | 
al of any considerable number of na- 
tional banks would force Government. 
2 per cent. bonds on the market much 
faster than they could be absorbed 
through the taking out of additional 
circulation by the national banks 
which remained in the system. This 
is a phase of the matter to which 
serious thought should be given by 
the framers of the Dill. 

It has been shown that there is a 
disposition.to give due weight to the 
actual facts of the Government bond 
market situation. A + step has been 
taken in the right direction, but more 
is needed. It is to be borne in mind 
that there are more Panama bonds to 
be issued. The total authorized issue 
is $375,000,000, of which $138,000,000 
are outstanding, leaving $237,000,000 
yet to be put out. The canal has 
cost, thus far, $319,000,000, of which 
$180,000,000 has come out of Treasury 
funds, for which reimbursement may 
at any time be made out of the pro- 
ceeds of bond sales. By simply look- 
ing the facts in the face Congress can 
see that the bond situation is not one 
to be lightly passed over. Bonds for 
which a forced and artificial mar- 
ketywas found cannot be left to take 
care of themselves when that mar- 
ket is closed, nor is it enough to offer 
redemption in other bonds of a mar- 
ket value probably a good deal below 
par. That would be too much like re- 
deeming in depreciated currency. 


THE BALKAN MUDDLE. 

The collapse of Bulgaria, whether 
followed by an insurrection at home 
or not, leaves the situation in the 
Balkans more confused than ever, but 
two things at least may be accepted 
as fairly certain. One is, of course, 
that the Balkan, Confederation, with 
its great possibilities of either peace- 
ful or military development, has quite 
hopelessly. been shattered. The threat 
of a new and strong military power 
on the flank of Austria, able prac- 
tically to command the highway from 
the Danube to Salonika, to hold in 
check any Power that sought to seize 
that highway or to revive Turkish 
rule in Europe, the threat which 
avowedly was thé occasion of an im- 
mense added military effort in Ger- 
many, France, and Russia, has been 
deprived of its terror. Unfortunately, 
the promise which the Balkan League 
involved, of possible peaceful de- 
velopment, of the creation of a wide 
area of free exchangé, of a Zollverein 
among the members and.wide com- 
mercial treaties with their neighbors 
of AustHa and Russia, a promise rich 
in advantage for all concerned, has 
also been blasted. < 

On the other hand, Bulgaria having 
staked everything on a struggle to 
attain unquestioned chiefship in the 
Balkan. regipn, there is little prospect 
that either Servia or Greece will be 
able to seize what Bulgaria has lost. 
All three of these nations are terribly 
exhausted. They have lost great 
numbers of their young men; they 
have emptied their treasuries and in- 
curred, a crushing burden of debt; 
their industries are almost paralyzed 
and they are relatively helpless, from 
a military point of. view, for either 
good or evil. They must, as The 
London Statist pointed out on Satur- 
day, for a long time be suppliants 
for loans, not dié¢tators of policy to 
the great Powers. The problem of 
the immedjate future passes in great 
measure from theChancelleries and 
the Boards of War to the credit mar- 
ket. Europe, which since last Autumn 
has,been torn with anxiety as to 
the possible effect of a powerful and 
victorious Balkan League, will now 
have to deal with three exhausted 
nations. It is to be hoped but not 
confidently expected that the oppor- 
tunity will be taken to deal with them 
in’ a humane, enlightened and con- 
structive fashion. 


THE END AND THE MEANS. 

Mr. ROOSEVELT has gone into ‘“‘ re- 
treat,’ not by any means in the mili- 
tary sense but in the sense the word 
is used by the pious of certain re- 
ligious bodies. He has escaped from 
the hot and contentious air of the 
editorial rooms and from the excite- 
ment of conference and convention, 
and pitched his camp in far solitudes, 
with none but members of his family 
to share in or to disturb his reflec- 
tions. At the close of his sojourn in 
the relatifely exciting East he made 
an address at Newport expounding 
the general aim of the party he leads, 
which closed with the following some- 
what oracular announcement: 

In the words of* ABRAHAM LINCOLN, 
we propose that the people shall con- 
trol both the Legislatures and the 
courts, not to pervert the Constitution, 
but to overthrow those who themselves 
pervert the Constitution into an in- 
strument for perpetuating injustice, 
instead of making it what it must and 
shall be made, the most effective of 
all possible means for securing to the 
people of the whole country the right 
everywhere to create conditions which 
will tend for the uplift of the ordinary, 
the average men, women, and children 
of the United States. . 

The immediate occasion of this 
sounding statement was a decision of 
West Virginia courts with which he 
radically disagrees. We are oursélves 
of the opinion: that this decision is 
likely to be overruled in ‘the ordinary 
20 sof adjudication, Apparently 
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Mr. RoosEvEuT does not wish to wait 
for that. How otherwise would he 
dispose of the matter? He proposes 
that the ‘people shall control both 
the Legislatures and the courts.” ‘In 
what way? So far as we can make 
out by direct primaries, by the initia- 
tive, by the referendum, and by the 
recall, the last extending to judicial 
officers and to judicial decisions. Of 
these devices two things® are .true. 
One is that it is not at all certain that 
they would give the people control; 
the second 1s that, judging by all ex- 
perience, there is no certainty that 
such control as they ‘would give would 
be any more wisely exercised than 
under the present methods. They 
would not surely give the people ‘con- 
trol, because the machinery of every 
one of these contrivances can be and 
ultimately would be manipulated by 
the politicians as readily as the ex- 
isting machinery, and no more hon- 
estly. : 

Mr. RoosEVEuT is a keen, ingenious, 
and experienced politician. He has 
declared and demonstrated over and 
again that the professional politicians 
are an outgrowth of the confusion 
and frequency of our elections, and 
that the more the voters are required 
to decide at one time, the more mixed 
they get and the easier it is for the 
professionals to manage them. Yet 
the measures he proposes and which 
are the definite programme of his 
party would increase and complicate 
the work of the voters in evéry poll- 
ing booth in the Union and would 
multiply the chances of the profes- 
sionals. In other words, they would 
not really help but hinder the ef- 
fective control of the people over 
Legislatures and over courts. Con- 
ceding that the aim of Mr. RoosEvELT 
is as lofty and generous as he himself 
regards it, ‘the means by which he 
proposes to attain it are woefully, ab- 
surdly inadequate. 

We venture to hope that in the 
seclusion of his Western camp Mr. 
ROOSEVELT may see his way clear to 
give his party a more sane and prac- 
tical programme, or at least to drop 
the one that is manifestly so de- 
fective. 


THE MONEY SIDE OF IT. 

The plea presented to Congress by 
the architects in favor of the free im- 
portation of works of art is very 
strong on the purely commercial side. 
They argue—and there is no disput- 
ing the argument—that all should be 
done that can be done to cultivate in 
our industries a taste for the beauti- 
ful, because that taste is an enduring 
and increasing asset. They point to 
the history of French workmanship 
and French export trade to prove it, 
and the proof is conclusive. 

The successive Governments of 
France—and Heaven knows they have 
been numerous and short lived—have 
persisted in adherence to the policy 
df aiding in the development and ex- 
ercise of the artistic faculty. By 
schools,, by, prizes, by exhibitions and 
museums, by. every form of education, 
they have pursued that end. The re- 
sult. is-that the products of French 
workmanship have found markets in 
all parts of the world. ’ French taste 
and French skill have become a quick 
asget which.never lacks for a demand 
or for fair profit. 

It is not likely that America will 
ever rival France in this line, but it 
is certain that we can pursue the 
same aim with advantage. All the 
evidence points to that, and the 
opinion of the architects is entitled 
to great weight. They are, so to 
speak, brokers in beauty. It is their 
business to design structures which, 
outside and inside, shall be as at- 
tractive as possible, In this regard 
with every passing year their profes- 
sion embraces a wider and more va- 
ried field. By that curious tendency 
which causes the appetite for beauty 
to grow with what it feeds upon, ‘the 
architects are constantly seeking new 
forms and applications of the aesthe- 
tic principle. They naturally and in- 
evitably claim from Congress the ut- 
most freedom in the pursuit of this 
admirable aim, They insist that it is 
good for all concerned that objects of 
art of every sort shall be as accessible 
as ‘possible, and especially that the 
importation of them shall not be hin- 
dered by taxation. 

The plea did appeal to the repre- 
sentatives of the Democratic Party. 
They are emphatically committed to 
the principle of free materials of 
manufacture. Objects of art, pictures, 
sculpture, carvings, glass work, tap- 
tstries, all things in which a serious 
element of beauty enters, are, in an 
indirect but logical sense, such ma- 
terials. They tend’ strongly to add 
to the value of the American product 
by cultivating the taste of the work- 
men and by stimulating demand for 
beautiful things. On any theory of 
Democratic economics they should be 
untaxed.

not always, in all places, fit food 
for mortal man. Similarly, hot bread 
is the sure provocative of many hu- 
man woes. But we must admit that 
beauty has been nourished on fried 
chicken and intellect has risen su- 
perior to the evil effects of hot bis- 
cuits. Mrs. RALSTON was merely pay- 
ing tribute to the influence of good 
food, well cooked, on the animal man. 

The peach cobbler, however, unlike 
the other elements of this temporarily 
comforting but deplorable meal of 
victuals, excites curiosity. In the 
dictionary the word “ cobbler” stands 
for various things, from a mender of 
shoes to a spineless fish. It signifies 
also a once highly favored drink, 
compounded in part of sherry wine 
and sucked through a straw, which 
may still be regarded by ill-advised 
youth as one of the most agreeable 
allurements of SATAN. But we are 
confident that peach cobbler is not a 
drink, and that it is probably a deep 
dish peach pie with no soggy bottom 
crust. If peaches must be cooked, 
there is no better way to cook them. 
Even a person who prefers them in 
their natural and unimprovable state 
may find a certain satisfaction occa- 
sionally in a deep-dish pie made of 
ripe peaches. The peach cobbler, 
therefore, escapes the just condemna-~ 
tion of fried chicken and hot bread, 
but it, too, has its dangers. Its ap- 
pearance in association with the be- 
wildering woman question, however, 
is well worth noting. 
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USELESS ARMY POSTS. 

Secretary GARRISON has begun his 
term of office with a clear under- 
standing, at least, of some of the 
needs of the army, and a determina- 
tion to do all in his power ,to secure 
improvements. The Secretary of War 
can probably accomplish much with- 
out the help of Congress. Mr. GARRI- 
son is hoping, as his immediate pred- 
ecessor vainly hoped, to get the co- 
operation of Congress for his plan to 
eliminate some, if not all, of the super- 
fluous army posts. These have been 
retained merely because of the po- 
litical interests which have dominated 
in Congress. 

Mr. GARRISON will make a tour of 
inspection of all the army posts, in 
company with the Chief of Staff and 
Chief of the Quartermaster Corps, to 
obtain first-hand information of their 
condition, and we may expect, as a 
result of this tour, that if the mem- 
bers of Congress still refuse to abol- 
ish posts which have existed without 
reason since the era of Indian war- 
fare, the War Department will en- 
deavor, in distributing the army, to 
concentrate as many. men_.as possible 
at the few important posts. The folly 
of retaining the useless posts would, 
in that case, be made clearer to the 
intelligence of the people. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES, 


Admirable results in 
the way of* elevating 
and standardizing 
medical education in 
this country are 

promised, and with some confidence can 
be expected, from the new Federation 
of State Medical Boards, the organiza- 
tion and purposes of which were an- 
nounced by Secretary HUFFMANN of the 
New York board in THE TIMES on Sat- 
urday. 

This body will be in many respects 
analogous to the House of Governors, 
though dealing with. one subject, or 
rather one group of subjects, instead of 
with any that may be of general in- 
terest. The chief functions of these 
State Boards are to decide upon the 
qualifications to be’required fn aspirants 
for the right to practice medicine, to see 
that none ‘do practice it without ‘the 
fixed minimum of knowledge and expe- 
rience, and to encourage ,Or suppress 
medical schools according to whether 
or not they provide reasonably adequate 
facilities for their students. As these 
are all matters of State regulation, the 
members of the boards will acquire no 
new powers by meeting as a federation, 
but they will thus be able to exert much 
greater influence toward the highly de- 
sirable end of securing uniform legisla- 
tion relative to the public health and 
safety. ; 

The delegates from the States with the 
best medical laws will also be privileged 
to point out changes and improvements 
needed in the more backward States, 
and this should hasten the extermina- 
tion of the so-called medical schools 
that are merely, or little more than, the 
vendors of diplomas to anybody with the 
Melination to buy—and the money to 
pay. Even now, such degree. factories 
are not as numerous as they used to be, 
but there are still too many of them 
for the ‘credit of the medical profession, 
and there are States where still. flour- 
ishes the quack-cultivated delusion that 
the ‘‘ practice of medicine ’’ consists of 
the administration of drugs. That fal- 
lacy is suffering from a slowly accumu- 
lating mass of court decisions ‘soundly 
based on facts and experience, and if 
the Federation of State-Medical Boards 
can put an end to it the service will be 
enormous. | . 

The federation, moreover, can cam- 
paign effectively for the establishment 
of a Federal Buréau or Department of 
Health by convincing ignorant doubters 
and confuting interested deniers of the 
Governments duty in that direction. 
Recognition of the fact that the treat- 
ment of disease is a public, rather than 
a private, concern is becoming steadily 
clearer, day by day, and the federation's 
privilege will be to emphasize and ex- 
ténd this truth. '

So familiar to us-all is that word in 

its Beyeral significances—and so easily is 
it spelled—that hardly anybody has 
investigated ‘its’ ve and even the 

/ eR 
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decently erudite, if asked its etymology, 
will in the vast majority of cases stare 
blankly at the.inquirer fora humiliated 
moment and then ‘confess that they. do 
not know. Well they may, for, as a 
matter of fact, ‘“‘gas" is one of the 
very few words that have no etymology, 
in the common sense of that term. 

At any rate, so far as known, it isn’t 
“‘derived’’ from any older word and 
has no*indubitable relatives in any of 
the ancient tongues. Investigation has 
disclosed that JAN Baptista vAN Het- 
MONT, in—and for—his time (1577-1644) 
a great chemist and physicist and an 
even greater wanderer in wild dreams 
and hypotheses, was the first to use 
the word. He seems to have ‘“ made it 
up out of his head,” as the children say, 
much after the manner ascribed to 
ADAM, | Certain far-fetching language 
sharps have suspected that his manufac- 
ture or selection was influenced by the 
Greek “chaos” or by the German 
‘“geist’’ or the Flemish “ geest,” both 
meaning “ spirit,’’ but that is, obviously 
etymology of the closet sort that used 
to throw GeorcE Borrow into such fine 
Berserker rages, and none of these sug- 
gestions will commend itself to any ex- 
cept those’who must have a conventional 
“derivation ’’ for every word. 

The better theory is that van HenMoNntT 
achieved a bit of out-and-out invention, 
in emulation of the prodigious geniuses 
who first changed simian jabbering into 
human talking and had the trué nomi- 
native faculty so nearly lost by all their 
modern descendants. 

Whether or not the ancients definitely 
recognized the existence of matter in 
other than solid and liquid form is a bit 
doubtful, though of course they knew 
of fire and felt the wind, both as some- 
thing real. Certainly they had no need 
of a word corresponding at all closely 
to “gas,” VAN HELMoNT did, but why 
he thought g-a-s more suitable for his 
purpose than any other combination of 
letters is not recdrded. Possibly it 
seemed to him that the word sounded 
like the noises he had heard in his 
laboratory when matter in its third state 
escaped through narrow openings, as it 
doubtless often did. 

There have been 
many reports of the 
inyention by some- 
body of an aeroplane 
with a preference of 

its own for keeping right side up in the 
air, but the daily slaughter of aviators 
gives lamentable proof that none of 
these devices really worked. Now comes 
CHRISTOPHER J. LAKE of submarine 
fame and. with a solid reputation for 
knowledge of both mechanics and 
dynamics and for the ability to apply 
it practically, and he confidently de- 
clares that he has succeeded in making 
a heavier-than-air flying* machine en- 
dowed with ‘‘inherent stability.” 

Coming from the source it does, this 
warrants. hope that the long-recognized 
desideratum of aerial navigation has at 
last been attained. Not having yet se- 
cured his protecting patents, Mr. Lakp 
makes no explanation of his invention, 
and no opinion as to its theory or prin- 
ciple can be formed. If he believes in 
the thing,‘ however, the chances are 
that there is something in it, and even 
much. . 

The aeroplane of inherent stability 
cannot.come too soon. The frequency 
of fatalities with the machines now in 
use is almost enough to justify their 
prohibition. Too many men and too 
good men are getting killed for calm 
toleration. 


CELEBRATED FOR JUDSON. 


Baptist Workers from Far 
- Wide Meet in Brooklyn. 


One thousand young men and women, 
Baptist workers all, coming from every 
State and from all provinces of Canada, 
ended an international convention in the 
Baptist Temple, Brooklyn, yesterday and 
last night by celebration the Judsoi 
centennial. This they did in the novel 
way of ‘dressing up Brooklyn young 
men and women in costumes of Burma, 
some of them. as servants, and having 
them tell about events in the life of the 
famous missionary. and how greatly 
Baptist foreign missionary work has 
grown since Judson’s day. Crowds lis- 
tened and were interested. Explanations 
were made by Secretaries Moore and 
Franklin, the latter fresh from a tour 
in India and over the fields made fa- 
mous in Judson’'s annals. 

The’ Rev. Adoniram Judson was the 
founder of Baptist foreign missionary 
work, and he began just a century ago. 
Hence throughout the world Baptists 
are keeping the anniversary. In Bur- 
ma, where the start was made, there is 
to be a big observance this Fall, and 
some New York Baptists are going there 
to speak. Judson went out a Congrega- 
tionalist, but soon turned Baptist.

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GIVES STATE 600 ISLANDS. 


Federal Government Helps to En- 
large Wisconsin’s Forest Reserves. 


Wisconsin’s forest reserves, all in the 
beautiful lake region in the northern 
part of the State, have recently been 
enlarged by the gift of about 600 islands 
from the Federal Government. The isl- 
ands have been surveyed and the State 
Board of Forestry is prepared to lease 
them, just as it leases lake shore prop- 
erty. They are in the forestry reserve, 
and vary from a fraction of an acre to 
forty acres or more. The yearly rentals 
range from -$10 to over $200. 

“Many of these islands are beauti- 
ful,’’ said State Forester Griffith, ‘‘ and 
frequently have enough timber to pro- 
vide. buildi material without impair- 
ng their befuty in the least. 

‘There are nearly 1,200 lakes within 
the reserve area, and the fact that this 
wonderful region is being built up as a 
forest reserve means not only that, the 
beauty and. attractiveness of _ these 
lakes will always be preserved, but 
also that the forests will be protected 
and greatly improved and that hun- 
dreds of miles of roads, fire lines, trails, 
and telephone lines will be built. . 

‘‘The reserves are, of course, intend- 
ed for the fullest use and enjoyment of 
all the people, and therefore the State 
Board of Forestry has adopted the pol- 
icy of leasing camp and cottage sites 
on the lakes and rivers.’’

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DISTRIBUTING FOODS. - 


William Church Osborn Sees City 
Economy in This Item. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is only. one way in which a 
substantial reduction in the cost of liv- 
ing in this city can be made if we pro® 
pose to maintain our present standard 
of living. We cannot loox to rent, 
taxes or clothing for substantial redue- 
tion. The subways will reduce rents 
to some extent; the lowering of the 
tariff will reduce the cost of manufac- 
tured and perhaps of certain articles of 
food supplies, Mke beef, mutton, &c. 
The taxes cannot be greatly lowered if 
we are to maintain our present munic- 
ipal standards. To reduce the cost of 
distribution of our food supplies within 
the city limits is the most promising 
source of large economy. Besides the 
possibilities in this direction the other 
opportunities are insignificant. 

Remember that food is about 45 per 
cent. of the workingman’s budget and 
that he has to pay a dollar and @ half 
a day for food which he could have 
purchased ten years ago for a dollar. 
Our present system of distribution is 
so complicated and so inflexible that 
annually enormous quantities of food 
consigned to this market go to waste 
for lack of proper machinery of dis- 
tribution. The machinery that we have 
is sO cumbrous and antiquated that it 
probably adds 10 per cent. to every dol- 
lar of food at the railroad terminal. 
The investigations of the State Com- 
mission on Food Supplies last year, of 
which I was a member, indicate clear- 
ly that a saving of from 10 to 15 per 
cent. could be effected upon our hand- 
ling processes, and that the result would 
be a saving to the people of this city 
in excess of the interest on the entire 
debt of the city. “4 

It is my deliberate judgment that, the 
city in conjunction with its citizens can 
save upon the distribution of food sup- 
plies over $50,000,000 per annum. 

In comparison with an opportunity of 
this character the issues pressed for 
consideration in connection with our 
next municipal election seem to me to 
be trivial.’ The admitted desirability of 
police reform and of economy in the 
expenditure of public money and in the 
prompt construction of the subways 
and even the highly interesting per- 
sonalities involved are not on a par with 
an issue which so profoundly affects the 
welfare of the great masses of people 
as the provision of cheap and abundant 
food. 

I would propose that the city should 
seriously, consciously, and deliberately 
proceed to the development of a market 
system modern jn its character, ade- 
quate to the needs of our citizens, and 
operated strictly for the benefit of the 
people under the supervision and regu- 
lation of a Department of Markets hav- 
ing for its head men of the first rank 
in ability, enterprise, and enthusiasm. 

The first step should be the #reation 
of a Department of Markets corre- 
sponding in dignity and importance to 
the Departments of Fire, Health, 
Police, Water, &c. The duties of the 
Commissioner should be first to plan 
and develop an adequate system of 
wholesale terminal markets based on 
transportation terminals, and located 
specifically with reference to the needs 
of our centres of population. He 
should receive wide powers in regula- 
tion, control, amd operation of these 
markets, fom it is upon the manner 
in which the terminal wholesale mar- 
kets shall be used that the real future, 
success, or failure of the market sys- 
tem must depend. 

The development of a great organiza- 
tion of this character must depend upon 
the work of an important salaried offi- 
cial responsible to the city. The effort 
of volunteer assistance, valuable as it 
may be, cannot take the place of the 
professional service of an able man 
whose time is exclusively devoted to 
that subject, upon whom is placed 
responsibility, and to whom credit will 
come for good results. Can the com- 
ing municipal campaign turn upon a 
more worthy subject than upon the 
creation and development of a market 
system under the supervision of a De- 
partment of Markets? 

In closing may I add a word as to 
the nature of a terminal market? Its 
character should not be based upon 
the experience of the circular cities of 
Europe, receiving their supplies from 
the surrounding country and with the 
centres of population largely stationary 
and approximately equally distant from 
a central point. The terminal markets 
of this city, should be founded upon 
the idea that our centres of population 
are widely scattered, and that we have 
an unequal system of distribution in 
the lighterage system of the Port of 
New’ York. The railway interest will 
of course prefer the construction either 
of a single central terminal market, to 
which all their food shipments could be 
delivered, or the ownership of terminal 
markets ‘upon the privately owned 
transportation -terminals of the rail- 
ways themselves. But it is obvious 
that the residence districts of Brook- 
lyn, Staten Island, Queens, the east 
side of Manhattan, Harlem, the north- 
west’end of Manhattan, and the Bronx 
Borough should not be forced to go 
to central points on the southwest 
corner of Manhattan for their wholesale 
food supplies. ‘The management of a 
terminal market cannot be left to 
uncontrolled commercial organizations. 
The power of regulation must exist in 
the Department of Markets. Auction 
markets should be maintained and regu- 
lation to prevent extortion and monop- 


oly should be rigidly enforced. Indeed, 
in the matter of management of the 
markets lies the most fundamental and 
the most difficult portion of our prob- 


em. 
The above plan, long considered, 
which I submit to your judgment, is the 
most far-reaching in importance that 
now confronts the interests of the 


eople of this city.

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INDORSES PRENDERGAST. 


Reports That He-Has Saved Mill- 
, lons for the City. 


The Citizens’ Municipal ‘ Committee, 
through its Chairman, Norman Hap- 
good, issued yesterday the first of a 
series of articles discussing the Fusion 
issues in the approaching municipal 
campaign. The statement is a compari- 
son of how the Finance Department has 
been run under Controller Prendergast, 
who'was elected on the Fusion ticket 
four years ago, as compared with the 
methods used by Tammany when it was 
in complete control of the City Goverh- 
ment before that time. 

‘““When the Fusion administration 
took charge of the Finance Depart- 
ment,’’ says Mr. Hapgood, ‘“it was in 
a condition approaching chaos. The 
new admfnistration looked around for 
information as to the, exact state of the 
city’s finances, and found that this 
could be ascertained only by long weeks 
of inquiry. Each bureau had records, 
but central control was almost entirely 
lacking. Anything in the nature of a 
balance sheet would take so long to 
prepare that it would be out of date be- 
fore it could be completed. Nobody 
could tell on any given day what were 
the city’s fixed liabilities. 

‘*Numerous widely different estimates 


had been made of the city’s margin of | 


borrowing capacity. Nobody knew how 
near the city was to its debt limit, al- 
though bond issues came along several 
times a year. Some of the confusion 
on this point, to be sure, was due to 
varying legal interpretations of the con- 
stitutional limitation upon the city’s 
power to become indebted, but part of 
the confusion was also due to lack of 
system in the Finance Department. 


“To-day there is complete central 
control. The assets and fixed liabilities 
of the city are known from day to day. 
There is no doubt whatever as to the 
city’s margin of borrowing capacity, aud 
the authoritative statements of the Fi- 
nance Department on this subject are 
accepted without question. 

The city under the present administra- 
tion, says Mr. Hapgood, has saved mil- 
lions on its interest bill for revenue bor- 
rowing. In 1909, the last year of the 
previous Tammany administration, «he 
points out, the interest bill was $5,200,000 
and the interest rates were going up 
with the increase in the city’s current 
expenses. Despite this increase, how- 
ever, he says, the interest bill in 1910 
dropped to $4,000,000, while in 1911, “ by 
good business judgment in taking ad- 
vantage of market conditions,’ it had 
dropped to $3,800,u00. The new system of 
semi-annual tax collections, under the 
law passed in 1911, Mr. Hapgood points 
out, ‘has put the city in funds so as lo 
reduce the amount of revenue borrow- 
ing. 

‘In a year's trial,” says Mr. Hap- 
good, ‘it has saved upward of $1,500,- 
v0O in interest charges in addition to 
previous savings. It enables taxpayers 
to pay arrears for a half year, whereby 
formerly they could not pay less than 
a full year’s arrears. The tendency is 
to check the growing amount of ar- 
rearages.”’ 

Mr. Hapgood also states that by the 
issuing of a new kind of security, known 
as the corporate stock note, it has been 
unnecessary to have more than one cor- 
porate stock issue a year, while formerly 
there were two or three comparativeiy 
small sales of corporate stock each year. 
While the amount of corporate stock 
sold has not been reduced by this 
method, he points out that it has been 
possible to put the corporate stock on 
the market at the time of the year when 
conditions are most favorable. An av- 
erage saving of $700,000 has been made 
on about $50,000,000 annual expenditures 
for public improvements owing to the 
fact that the city no longer has to pay 
6 per cent. interest on money borrowed 
to pay owners of land taken in con- 
demnation proceedings. 

“A financial administration applying 
brains necessarily looks to the future,” 
concludes Mr. Hapgood. ‘“‘The Tammany 
Administration left as a legacy a float- 
ing debt of $60,000,000 in outstanding 
revenue bonds, consisting of arrearageés 
and uncollectible taxes. There had been 
a slothful practice of lettin these 
things drift along and accumulate, - 
stead of clearing up the arrearages of 
each year by putting them ‘in the next 
year’s tax levy. Of course, a political 
administration would prefer to preserve 
its popularity by keeping such things 
out of the tax levy instead of safe- 
guarding the city by forehanded financ- 
ing. The Fusion administration has 
been vigorous in cutting down the float- 
ing debt. It has not only not increased 
this floating debt, but has reduced it 
from the $60,000,000 left it by Tammany 
to $38,000,000. With a continuation of 
forehanded administration, it will be 
wiped out entirely. 

‘*Looking to the future, the Fusion 
administration has ceased to pay tor 
street pavements out of the proceeds 
of corporate stock running for ' fifty 
years. The pavements are better than 
those laid by Tammany, as will be 
shown in subsequent statements, but 
heavy traffic will wear them out in 
much less than half a century. Under 
the old system. the city had the debt 
after it had used up the pavements. 
The Fusion administration issues ten- 
year bonds to pay for the pavements.” 


HOPPER PRESSES MITCHEL. 


Accuses Citizens’ Union of Holding 
His Name Back. 


John J. Hopper, Chairman of the State 
and County Committees of the Inde- 
pendence League, has accused the Citi- 
zens’ Union of not presenting the name 
of John Purroy Mitchel as a Mayoralty 
candidate. to the Citizens’ Municipal 
Committee, which is arranging anti- 
Tammany fusion, at the same time it 
presented the names of District Attorney 
Whitman and Borough President Mc- 
Aneny. Mr. Hopper says that from the 
accounts in the newspapers the confer- 
ences which the Fusion Committee has 
been holding with various committees 
and individuals it is evident that Mr. 


Mitchel ‘‘ has neither the efficient press 
agents nor the numerous band wagons 
that are following the fortunes. of 
Messrs. Whitman and McAneny.” 

Mr. Hopper said he requested the 
Citizens’ Union to present the name ot 
Mr. Mitchel to theseFusion Committee, 
and that he set forth Mr. Mitchel’s 
qualifications as follows: 

Heretofore every fusion candidate for 
Mayor has been a Repuwhblican, although 
this is norfhally a Democratic city. In- 
dependent Democrats have unselfishly 
agreed to this arrangement as the Re- 
publicans were a united body, and gen- 
erally furnished the major part of the 
fusion. vote. To-day, however, different 
conditions prevail, the Republicans are a 
decided minority portion of the hoped-for 
fusicn vote, being vigorously opposed by 
the Progressives. 

As far as availability goes, therefore, I 
claim an independent Democrat is the most 
available candidate that can be named. 

As to fitness, Mr. Mitchel’s record as 
Commissioner of Accounts, as President of 
the Board of Aldermen, and as Acting 
Mayor, I am sure, demonstrates that not 
a single member of the present adminis- 
tration has qualified as he has. 


The Fusion sub-committee on candi- 
dates will be busy this week in its 
search of available men to be put on 
anti-Tammany tickets this Fall. This 
afternoon it will hold a secret session, 
and in-the evening it will receive three 
different delegations—the Progressive 
Democracy of the Bronx, a Committee 
of 100 from Queens, and the Brooklyn 
Independent Democrats. To-morrow 
afternoon the sub-conimittee will listen 
to the members of the parent Fusion 
Committee from the Bronx on sugges- 
tions as to the borough and county 
tickets. Following them the commit- 
teemen from Queéns Will state their pre- 
ferences of candidates on the local 
tickets. In the evening the East Side 
Business and Professional Men’s League 
and the Bronx County Citizens’ League 
will be heard. 

Wednesday afternoon will be the turn 
of the Brooklyn members of the general 
committee to talk about borough candi- 
dates, and in the ‘evening the committee 
of citizens headed by Paul Fuller will 
appear to advocate the candidacy of 
Borpegh President McAneny for Mayor.

ROOSEVELT ADVISES 
ON MUNICIPAL RULE 


Tells Progressives How They 
Can Get Support for a 
Local Platform 


HIS ADVICE GENERAL 


Does Not Mention New York 
Foreword to Progressive Ser- 
vice Department Pamphlet.

Col. Roosevelt in a “foreword” to a 
pamphlet just issued by the Progressive 
Service Department of the Progressive 
Party on “The Making of a Municipal 
Platform ”’ sets forth just what the at- 
co of the Progressives should be in 
regard to a municipal platform as dis- 
tinguished from national or State af- 
fairs. He says that the Progressive 
Party, unlike both the old parties, be- 
lieves in many things which can apply 
to local as well as to State and national 
affairs, and he urges that all citizens 
who agree on fundamental matters of 
municipal policy act together “‘in the 
war against both forces of reaction and 
privilege and the forces of sheer cor- 
ruption and lawlessness.” 

The Ceclonel has nothing to say about 
the New York City situation as distin- 
guished from any other, and he does not 
mention candidates, but he warns his 
followers to keep local and national is- 
sues distinct. The Colonel cor 

“‘In these larger cities the problems 
of administration and policy are some- 
times more formidabie and difficult than 
those confronting many States, but the 
conditions of economic injustice, the op- 
portunities for constructive governe 
mental activity, and the consequences «# 
retrogressive administration all come @ 
little more closely home to the eitiz® 
than similar phases of and na- 
tional Govermnet sometimes do. 
Local Problems Plainer. 


“It is not so much that the prob- 
lems, the conditions, or the needs are 
so much different in municipal as com- 
pared with State .and national admin- 
istration, but that they are more obvi- 
ous and undeniable. Thus it, comes 
about that in these cities there are many 


good citizens wpe thus far—mistakenly, 
as we believe—CLpose us on national and’ 
State-wide application of our funda- 
mental principles and purposes, but are 
willing to join with us in giving local 
application to essentially the same hu- 
manitarian conceptions of government. 

“They disagree with us, for instance, 
on the tariff, or on the power of the na- 
tional Government to deal with child 
labor and problems of the minimum 
wage, but agree with us that the powers 
of the municipal government shouid ve 
actively employed to secure not mercly 
honesty, economy, and efficiency in ads 
ministration, stability in public credit, 
and enforcement of the law, but Gisu 
better housing and living conditions tor 
wage-workers, more adequate means of 
effective, continuous control over fran- 
chise-holding public utilities, a more 
comprehensive system of public parks 
and playgrounds, a co-ordinated and 
cheapened system of transportation to 
make the suburban districts a unitied 
part. of the greater city, the socialization 
of the facilities for the public enjoym nt 
of music, art, science, athletic diver- 
sions, and the like, a readjustment of 
taxation so as to make its burdens move 
equitably distributed and the exercise uv’ 
the taxing power of the State a factor 
for economic justice. 

“These citizens are in doubt as to the 
desirability, for instance, of the iniro- 
duction of the recall, the referendum, or 
the initiative, into State-wide or nation- 
wide matters, yet are quite willing to 
establish the rule of the people in mu- 
nicipal affairs, through the introduction 
of suitable forms of these expedicuts, 
They doubt whether minimum wage 
legislation, in the form which it has 
taken in some of the nations of the 
world, is consonant with our economic 
and. political theories, they doubt 
whether our conditions yet call for the 
enactment of such legislation in the 
State of New York: yet they readily 
acquiesce in our view that every large 
city should begin at once to do its part 
and make its contribution toward solv- 
ing the problem of the minimum wage, 
through the establishment of suitable 
educational facilities for vocational and 
‘continuation’ training along lines 
which will give every boy and girl a 
chance for a schooling of practical value, 
thereby obviating the possibility that he 
or she will ever be a problem for the 
student of the minimum wage. 

Sees Many Sympathizers. 

“Many citizens who 
progressives, with either a 
small P, in national affairs, 
erals of demonstrated tendencies in 
municipal matters. It is surely desir- 
able that all citizens who agree on thése 
fundamental matters of municipal pol- 
icy, and who desire to work for sub- 
Stantially the same ends in municipal 
affairs, should come together and act 
together in the war against both the 
forces of reaction and privilege and the 
forces of sheer corruption and lawless- 
ness. 

‘This has nothing whatever to do 
with party amalgamation, and to be 
successful it must have nothing what- 
ever to do with that kind of fusion 
which consists merely in dickering for 
division of offices among various po- 
litical organizations. It must represent 
the joint action of decent citizens, ir- 
respective of several attitudes on na- 
tional politics, on behalf of a platform 
plainly expressing the fundamental 
needs of the local situation, and on be- 
half of the candidates whose characters 
and expressed convictions are such 
that the sincerity of their acceptance 
of the platform is evident.’

All of Everett’s Thirty Wives 
Want English Gowns— 
He’s Lonely, Too. 


JOB 1S NOT A HAPPY ONE 


Ex-Curb Broker Is Ready to Give 
Up His South Sea Throne 
for Gid Broadway. 


Archibald C, Everett, the only Amer- 
ican King, practically has made up, his 
mind to renounce his throne. -He. i&s 
King of the Island of Arorae, one of 
the Gilbert group of South Sea. Islands. 
Until 1909 he was a New. York .Curb 
broker. The insistence ,of his many 
wives for English gowns. and -his lone- 
liness have: led te the determination to 
give up his kingly, honors. and come 
back to Broadway. He tells of -his in- 
tentions in a letter gmst. received by 
a friend in this city. 

The career of Everett has been un- 
usual. In 1909, when he was in business 
in this city, he was thought to be well 
to do. He met reverses, however,. in 
Wali Street, and .in the latter part.of 
1909 suddenly disappeared,..without leav- 
ing. a word of farewell. Nothing was 
heard frem him until in 1911, in a re- 
markable letter, he told of being made 
the Kiug of Arorae, in.the South Sea 
Islands. He had landed, he. said, on 
one of the small islands, and had gone 
from there to other islands of *the 'Gil- 
bert group. Finally he reached Arorae, 
It was a phonograph which he had in 
his possession .that eventually won for 
him his throne. The King at that time 
of the island took a great fancy to the 
phonograph. 

The voice coming from the horn was a 
mystery to him. By the hour Everett, 
according to his own account, enter- 
tained the monarch, tonstantly growing 
in his graces. Finally the old Kin 
adopted Everett, aiid when he aied 
Everett succeeded to the throne. Ac- 
cording to the custom of the island 
BHverett took a good many wives, 7 

Everett took a very lively interest in 
the affairs of the island. He increased 
its business with tradefs.’ The principal 
product of the island is copra, or dried 
cocoa nut meat. Everett in a letter re- 
ceived two years ago said that by his 
commercial dealing he expected to re- 
coup ‘his fortunes arid return home when 
he*had done so, Although the people of 
the island are to all ‘intents savages, the 
old King’s action in meking ‘the white 
man his heir has been :respeeted, but 
Everett, in his letter says he thinks the 
island is becoming too civilized for the 
good of the kingdom. He thinks it is 
time for him to return home. The letter, 
which was sent by way of Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, 1s as follows: 


King’s Job Not a Happy One. 


‘I have neglected to write to any of 
my old friends, not. because I have 
forgotten them, but because, although 
- you may not think it, the duties of-a 
King, even in such a small island as 
Arorae, are not what they ar cracked 
up to be. At the present ‘time the 
King’s job is about the last thing to 
be desired, and do not be surprised if 
I walk in on you some day in the near 
future. I am about tired of the job, 
and am longing for a look at Broad- 
way again. I wonder how many of 
my old friends: are still in the lard 
of the living and will remember me. 
For some time past conditions here 
have steadily become worse. It start- 
ed, in the first place, when my wives, 
of whom there are about thirty, in- 
sisted on wearing English dresses. A 
trader who stopped here presented one 
of the natives with three English 
.§owns, made in. Sydney, in exchange 
for some copra. The native, as is the 
custom, presented them to the ‘King, 
and I in turn gave them to three of 
my wives, more in jest than anything 
else. The natives have never worn 
any clothes to speak uf, although they 
have seen them frequently on stray 
visitors and traders, but never evinced 
any desire to wear them. Imagine my 
surprise, then, when the three dresses 
became the centre of a regular war 

among my wives. 

The three victorious wives man- 
aged to get them on somehow, and 
that settled it. “Every one of them 
~set up a kick for a dress; and they’ 
worried “the life,.out. of me. Condi- 
tions finally became so bad that I 
was forced to get the gowns. The 
first trader that stopped at the 
island from Australia was commis- 
sioned to bring them back on the 
next trip, and in due course of time 
they arrived. 


Jealousy Over English Gowns. 


I have seen many comic operas 
back in New York, and many: strang4 
sights, but this -was the strangest one 
of all. The dresses’-were of dll. col- 
-ors and sizes. Most of the. people 
.here are about the same stature, few 
being over four feet six or seven. 
Some of the dresses. were too small, 
others too. large, but they created .a 
Sensation. Dressed’in those creations, 
with bare brown feet, stepning. proud- 
ly, my wives paraded up and down 
“the island, causing @very woman ir 
the kingdom,: young ,and, old, to grow: 
jealous. You can. readily see .what 
happened. ° es 

So far, half of ‘the female popula- 
tion have been given the gowns and 
the other half .are..waiting eagerly. 
The worst part of it all is that the 
‘men are as éenthusfastic over this new 
Style of dress.as«the women) and my 
objections. have. not added to my pop- 
ularity whatever. I am’ daily ex- 
pecting the meh ‘to demand siiits ‘of 
flannel and: silk ‘shirts.~- -- 

So, you see, my Jife,hag not been the 
merriest one in the world. Added to 
this, différent traders fave catisdd 
much trouble reeently "among my ‘sub- 
jects by: exchanging, -without .my 
knowledge, quantities of gin: for copra 
and cocoanuts. 
here strictly to the old traditions and 
bow absolutely to my rule, there have 
been too many: disturbances lately, 
and I do not feel as safe as I might. 
And for some time I have been a 
little discontented. ~This: kind of a 
life is very fine for’ awhile, but it 
soon tires, and '‘T havé a longing to get’ 
back to civilization.

I have not done-so badly here finan- 
cially. I put the’business of the isl- 
and on a btsiness basis soon after be- 
coming King, and things have .flour- 
ished. When T°come home I- will be 
able to live as well; .ifinot better, than

That ordinance was 
made -necessary by men: bathers’ who 
were in the habit of getting on trolley 
cars with their bathing suits still drip- 
ping with water, to the great annoyance 
of other passengers. 

-“ There is absolutely no truth in the 
story that I remonstrated with a young 
woman in Hudson Park, and asked her 
te go home because she was scantily at- 
tired,’’ said Mayor Waldorf. ‘‘I was 
not in Hudson Park yesterday.”’ 

The Mayor was corroborated by Mrs. 
Waldorf, who said that she had spent 
Mrs. Waldorf 
said that the story annoyed her because 
she knew that the Mayor was not ac- 
customed to observe women’s apparel.

The Rev. R. C. Hull Will Ask Con- 
gregation to Adopt His Views.

We there- 
fore recommend to the Board of Managers 
of the New Jersey Baptist Convention that 
it urge all our churches to give to this 
matter most careful consideration, looking 
toward the eventual requirement of a phy- 
sician’s certificate of good health from all 
those applying for marriage licenses. 

Mr. Hull says in support of his reso- 
lution: 

‘‘The time will come when every min- 
ister, I think, will see the importance of 
the stand which has just been taken by 
the Baptist convention. I have given 
the subject much thought and attention, 
and I firmly believe we can not go too 
far with this question of eugenics.”

THE FINANCIAL 


It speaks eloquently of .the low 
estate to which Wall Street trading 
has fallen that it w&s necessary, in 
order to find a record of dullness 4s 
great as that experienced at the close 
of last week, to go back seventeen 
years, to a time when there was*less 
than half the number of stocks listed 
that are listed now, and when so 
| little was thought of the advantages 
attaching to membership in the Stock 
Exchange that seats sold for one- 
sixth of the price which they later 
reached in the heyday of Wall Street 
speculation. To what is this dullness 
due? Certainly we are not in a pe- 
riod, if any such there are, when old 
problems have been solved and new 
ones have not yet presented them- 
selves. The fact is, on the contrary, 


that we are in the midst of unsolved |, 


situations of great and widespread 
importance. Nor were the markets 
oblivious to these, for even while the 
Stock Exchange tickers almagst ceased 
to operate the financial community 
was earnestly discussing the problems 
of the day. The inference, therefore, 
would seem to be if 1t be worth while 
to establish a direct relationship be- 
tween the present stock market and 
the general business and financial sit- 
uation, that the extreme dullness on 
the floor of the Exchange denotes un- 
certainty regarding the outcome of 
the situations which confront the 
business and financial worlds. 

The situations are not new ones, 
but in some instances they represent 
the prolongation of matters which, it 
had been expected, would ere this 
have been removed from the realm of 
uncertainty. Thus earlier in the year 
it was expected that the new tariff 
law would be enacted by the first of 
July, whereas the fact is that we 
seem still a long way from a vote on 
the bill which is at last to become 
law. The Senate Committee reported 
the tariff bill last week. with a num- 
ber of modifications. There remains 
the debate in the Senate and the ref- 
erence to the Conference Committee 
to bring the divergent bills into har- 
mony. This must needs take a good 
deal of time and the uncertainty re- 
garding the tariff, which hampers 
business, is evidently to last much 
longer than was expected when the 
special session of Congress was called. 
In another and far removed matter, 
but one which exerts widespread in- 
fluence, uncertainty is being  pro- 
longed. There were many who 
thought that the struggle in the Bal- 
kans could not possibly last through 
the Winter, but it has lasted far into 
the Summer and is not yet at an end. 
On all ordinary assumptions it musi } 
be the view that the power of the 
combatants, first exerted against a 
common enemy and now against each 
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clusion is inevitable that even such 
business is in this country & business 
of very large volume. These facts in 
themselves do not, of course, preclude 
the accuracy of the assumption that 
further readjustments of a _ kind 
which inevitably find reflection in the 
security markets, at least to the ex- 
tent of holding improvement in check, 
are clearly called for by the condi- 
tions which account for the financial 
experiences of the last six months. 
But they serve to give those read- 
justments a much less hopeless aspect 
than they assume in the eyes of some 
observers. Such periods always pre- 
sent opportunities for those who look 
further than the averags, and even 
now such opportunities are probably 
not lacking. 


The question of money with which 
to carry out undertakings is, of 
course, an all important one in such 
times as these. It is of particular 
interest, looking at Wall Street’s im- 
mediate affairs, to all those who have 
to map out a programme in respect 
to the carrying of securities. What 
seems to be the prospect in the mat- 
ter of interest rates? One phenom- 
enon of the money market which 
stands out very clearly is the wide 
divergence between short and long 
time rates. The question whether 
this divergence is to continue for 
some time is one of much interest tq 
the Wall Street borrowers of money. 
This may be had on call at 244 per 
cent. or less—on time the cost is as 
much as 6 per cent. That 6 per cent. 
rate represents in part-actual scarc- 
ity of funds and in part the con- 
servatism of lenders engendered by 
the uncertainties of the situation. If 
it be a fair assumption, and the facts 
seem to warrant it, that it will be a 
considerable time before the uncer- 
tainties, those which have. been mien- 
tioned above and still others which 
exist, are resolved in the main, the 
further conclusion seems well found- 
ed that for a good while to come call 
money will be relatively much easier 
than time money. One of the signs 
which in the normal course of events 
may be expected to reflect the 
restoration of normal conditions in 
the capital and credit markets, wiil 
be a lessening of the margin which 
now prevails between the rates for 
call and time funds.

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NEW YORK’S AUTO 
EXPORTS INCREASE 


Big Jump in Cars Shipped Last 
Year—New Jersey Exam- 
ines All Drivers. 


The “ invasion’? of Europe, and all 
parts of the world, by the American- 
built automobile, is reflected in statis- 
tics prepared at the New York Custom 
House. The data, covering the exporta- 
tion at this port of domestic cars for a 
period of ten years ending with June 30, 
show that 40,062 American cars valued 
at $47,069,641 were shipped abroad. 


Imports of European cars for the dec- 
ade numbered 8,774, appraised at $22,- 
607,615. Manufacturers of American 
cars sent out of New York for foreign 
use five times as many automobiles as 
were received here from European mak- 
ers. Unfortunately the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics at the Custom House has no fig- 
ures dealing with the number of ma- 
chines exported during the first three 
years of the decade, although their val- 
uation is available. One aiithority at 
the Custom House thinks that perhaps 
2,000 machines were exported durmg the 
yetrs 1904, 1905, and 1906. This would 
make the exports for the decade more 
than 42,000 cars. . 

The official report shows that during 
the fiscal year ended June 30 14,585 ma- 
chines, valued at  $138,122,218,, were

For the first time in the history of the 
State, New pireey is exacting an ex- 
amination of applidants for license to 
run automobiles, examination both writ- 
ten and by actual demonstration of 
ability to operate cars safely. No other 
State is doing this. The New Jersey law 
has required such examination for some 

ears, but only within a few weeks has 

t been observed. An examination is 
held every Wednesday in front of the 
State House at Trenton, In some cases 
a license is refused before a run of a 
block has been made. The ratio of 
failures to success was about one to 
twelve when the examinations started 
some weeks ago. Now it is not above 
one to fifty-six. Regarding the_ex- 
aminations Job H. Lippincott, Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner, said yesterday: 

“When the examinations were first 
established about 20 per cent. of the ap- 
plicants failed to pass, proving 
under the old system the department 
was licensing inefficiency and that ap- 
plicants for licenses did not feel the 
necessity of being properly qualified as 
drivers. The wholesale rejections which 
were necessary during the first examina- 
tions served notice that no one not quali- 
fied to drive would be approved by the 
Inspectors. The result is that the per- 
centage of, those rejected has fallen to 
10 per cent. or less. The examination 
consists of a demonstration of ability to| 
drive and of a written test consisting of 
seven or eight general questions. The 
written examination is designed to test 
the applicant’s knowledge of road laws 
and of the general principles or mechan- 
ism of cars. 

“The State owes a debt of gratitude 
to Frederick Kuser for the able assist- 
ance which he has given the motor} 
vehicle department in handling the prac- | 
tical details of our examination. One 
very encouraging aspect is the almost 
uniform approval with which the ex- 
amination has been met by both mo- 
torists and the general public. Many 
letters of congratulation have been re- 
ceived by the department, and not one 
of condemnation. I confidently believe 
that other States will follow New Jer- 
sey’s lead, and that the results will be 
fewer accidents and better road con- 
ditions."’ 

Examinations are held in various parts 
of the State on special days each month.

ANALYZES TAX INCREASE. 


In the first of a series of articles on 
“When and Where Taxes Increase,” 
the Bureau of Municipal Research made 
public yesterday comparisons and con- 
clusions in regard to the tax levy of the 
city. The actual budget increase, the 
statement says, 18 98.48 per cent., though 
this must not be confused with the gen- 
eral idea of tax increase. Practically, 
it says, but a small part of the whole 


increase in expense is made up by an 
increase in tax rate. The increase in 
rate from 1903 to 1913 has amounted to 
only 27 per cent., while the increase in 
the entire tax levy, which has been 
95.29 since 1903, is due to increased val-

The tax levy 
in 1913 Was $51,600,600, while other 
sources—balances carried over from pre- 
ceding years, estimated amounts of special 
taxes, such as excise tax, mortgage re- 
cording tax, bank tax, &c.; estimated 
amounts of revenues other than taxes, 
such 4s fees and commissions, sales of 
surplus property, Interest on delayed pay- 
ments to city, &¢c.—amount to $41,000,000. 

The taxpayers.must remember, too, when 
attempting to get a fair perspective of the 
tax situation, that the taxes of all fran- 
chise-holding corporations are included in 
that tax levy of $151.600,000. On per- 
sonalty and ordinary land and improve- 
ments alone the levy for 1913 is $140,300,- 
000; levies on an assessed valuation of 
property which has increased 49.23 per 
cent. in ten years and paid .by a popula- 
tion which has increased 42.09 per cent. 
in the same length of time. 

And even in respect to the real 27 per 
cent. increase in rate, thé City Admin- 
istration cannot be held entirely account- 
able. There are town, county, and State 
charges against the tax levy over which 
the city has no control. In ten years the 
State has levied $11,896,693, and in the 
four counties $50,264,904, against person- 
alty and ordinary land and improvements. 
The increase in the reql estate exempted 
from taxation—amounting in 1018 to $871,- 
543,528—is another reason for the increase 
in tax levy, for which current administra- 
tions are not responsible. What the ad- 
ministration must answer for is: 

Could economy and efficlency reduce the 
27 per cent. rate? 

And are adequate returns for the ex- 
—_— of the 27 per cent. increase se- 
cured?

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The winds along 
the New England Coast and Middle Atlan-

Buyers of Wabash Notes Vic- 
tims in Wrecking of Pacific 
Express Company. 


FAMILY UNLOADED AT PAR 


* Wells Fargo Money Smashed Con- 
tract with Roads—Noteholders’ 
Collateral Worthless. 


From The New York Times Annalist of To-day. 

When the committee that has charged 
itself with the task of disentangling the 
finances of the Wabash Railroad re- 
cently reached the $5,000,000 414 per cent. 
gold notes, which were due May 1 last 
and are now in default, a new chapter 
in- Gould finance was unexpectedly 
opened. The value had strangely dis- 
appeared from 12,000 shares of Pacific 
Express Company stock employed there- 
under as collateral security. 

There were 60,000 shares of Pacific Ex- 
press stock, of which the Gould family 
owned 24,000, the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road 24,000, and the Wabash Railroad 
12,000, which it pledged witn the hold- 
ers of its notes. Investigation led to} 
the discovery that the members of the 
Gould family had been fully reimbursed 
for the depreciation in-the value of their 
shares, though nothing was done to pro- 
tect the unknowing noteholders. | 

It is a story that has to be told in the 
order of its happening. 

At the beginning it will be necessary | 
to understand what the Wabash'4% per 
eent, gold notes were. They were issued 
originally in 1905, to run five years, and 
the amount was $6,049,000. On May 1, 
1910, when they came due, the amount 
was reduced to $5,000,000, and they were 
extended for three years to May 1, 1913. 
The security pledged beneath the notes 
was: 

12,000 shares of Pacific 
stock. 

2,400 shares of the Belt Railway Company 
of “Chicago. 

1,210 shares of 
Transit Company. 

$1,500,000 demand notes of the 

Pittsburgh Terminal Railway 
now. bankrupt. 

$3,500,000 demand notes of the 
dorsed by the Pittsburgh Terminal 
Toad and Coa! Company. ; 

140,000 shares of the Pittsburgh Terminal 
Railroad and Coal Company, controlled by 
the bankrupt Wabash-Pittsburgh Terminal 
Railway Company. and, 

$3,800,000 414 per cent. bonds of the 
burgh Terminal Railroad and Coal 
pany. 

All of this collateral, save 
shares of Pacific Express 
stock, is involved in the general 
vency of the Wabash Railroad, the 
Wabash-Pittsburgh Terminal, and the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, and could hard- 
ly be treated as convertible. It was, 
therefore, somewhat of a shock to find 
that the 12,000 shares of Pacific Ex- 
press Company stock was of nominal 
value, for the reason that the company | 
had been liquidated and put out of “the 
express business. How that happened 
is the story. 


The Proprietors. 


The®Pacific Express Company had en- 
joyed for many years exclusive express 
privileges on the Gould railroads on the | 
basis of a 50 per cent. division of 
carnings. Of its 60,000. shares 
Wabash had long owned 12,000 shares, 
and the Missouri Pacific 24,000 shares. 
The other 24,000 shares were owned by 
the Union Pacific until Mr. Harriman, 
at some date later than 1{15, sold them. 
They were bought by the Gould family. 
Then the Pacific Express Company's 
60,000 shares were owned as follows: 
12,00 by the Wabash Railroad, as_be- 
fore: 24,0) by the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, as before; 10 shares by George J. 
Seeie’ and 23,99¢ shares by his wife 
Edit! - 

In 1899 the Pacific Express Compeny s 
contract with the Gould railroads ex- 
pired, but the arrangement continued | 

without contract by mutual consent. 

In 1905 the Wabash sold those 4% per 
ceht. gold notes. The trustee was the 
Central Trust Company ot New York, 
and ag collateral security for the notés, 
along with other things as above enu- 
merated. the Wabash pledged its 12,000 
shares of Pacific Express stock. 

On April 6, 1910, the notes being short- 
ly to come due, provision was made to 
reduce the amount from $6,049,000 to 

,000,000, and the trust was extended 
to May 1, 1913, with the same collateral 
as before. The Pacific Express Com- | 
pany was still doing business on the | 
Gould railroads, and there was no sug- 
gestion of its discontinuing. j 

The Trustees of the note issue may} 
Have thought it better for the contract | 
to be formally renewed, lest something | 
happen; at any rate, on April 18, which | 
was twelve days after the agreement to} 
extend the Wabash Railroad’s 4% per 
cent. gold note trust, the Wabash for-| 
maliy entered into a second contract with | 
the Pacific Express Company, to run for | 
twenty years, and continuously there- 
after, unless terminated by agreement, 
and the terms were the same as before. | 
The express company paid the railroad | 
one-half of its gross earnings. 

Evidently this contract was made with- 
out any effort to obtain better terms 
from other express companies, and al- 
though, as renewed, it was very favor- 
able to the Pacific Express Company, 
that seemed not to matter greatly; the 
Wabash and Missour! Pacific owned be- 
tween them 36,000 shares out of the 
total of 60,000. 

An Outside Temptation. 

But on May 16, 1911, less than one 
year later, the Directors of the Wabash 
met to consider a letter from T. L. 
Chadbourne, Jr., of the firm of Chad- 
bourne & Shores, counsel for the rail- 
road. The letter was dated on the pre- 
ceding day, and was addressed to the 
Wabash Railroad Company. It began 
by. reciting the facts, namely, that the 
Wabash owned 12,000 shares of Pacific | 
Express Company stock out of a total 
of 60,000; that the Pacific Express Com- 
pany had a contract with the Wabash 
to handle its express business until 1930; 
that of the remaining 48.000 shares the 
Missouri Pacific owned 24,000, and was 
engaged to the Pacific Express Com- 
pany. by a similar contract; that the 
St. Louis, Irom Mountain & Southern 
end the Texas & Pacific Railroads were 
engaged by like contracts, and that the 
balance of Pacific Express Company 
ftock—that is 24,000 shares—was owned 
by members of the Gould family. 

Relieving that it would be much more 
to the advantage of the Wabash to have 
a contract with the Wells Fargo Ex- 
press. Company, because of its 51,000 
miles of railroad connections, as against 
the- Pacific Express Company’s 16,000, 
because the Wells Fargo Express Com- 

pany would supply better Eastern and 
wv estern connections for business from, 
to and over the Wabash Railroad, be- 
cause it would give the Wabash the only 
practicable route into St. Louis from 
the East, and for other equally obvious 
reasons, the writer, Mr. Chadbourne, 
had asked George J. Gould some ‘months 
before what the Gould family would take 
for its interest in Pacific Express stock. 
Upon the Gould family’s agreement to 
take par for it he had opened negotia- 
tions with the Wells Fargo Express 
Company, which had resulted in a mem- 
ea of contract as follows: 
rust, the Wells Fargo Company would 
pay a cash premium of $1,600,000 for the 
contract. 

Second, it would pay an annual arbitrary 
sum of $325,000 to the Wabash and Mis- 
souri Pacific. 

Third, it would pay over 
of its gross earnings, and, 

Fourth, it would guarantee that each five- 
year period would show an increase of i5 
rer cent. over the business of 1910. 

The contracts, which would be alike 
with the Wabash, the Missouri Pacific, 
the Texas & Pacific, and the St. Louis 
Southwestern, should run for twenty 
years, and the good-will of other Gould 
roads should be thrown in.

ALL LABOR CAMPS) 


Investigators from Bureau of 
Industries Will Establish 
Proper Living Conditions. 


FOUND VERY BAD LAST YEAR 


Immigrant Workmen Will Be Told 
How to Apply for Relief When 
Employers Mistreat Them. 


A corps of’ special investigators from 
the New York State 
dustries and Immigration started out 
yesterday from this city on the annual 
immigrant labor camp inspection. Each 
investigator will have a different sec- 
tion of the State to cover. More than 
2,000 immigrant labor camps will be 
visited. Conditions in a large number 
of these camps were found a year ago 
to be so unhealthy as to menace the 
health of the State. Most of the camps 
are from two to twenty miles from the 
nearest village. 

Special Investigator Praete will go 
through 100 or more cannery camps in 
the. northern part of the State. .In 
many of these camps children were 
found last year working in dark build- 
ings and lodging in unsanitary quar- 
ters. The State Canners’ Association 
recently agrecd to consider favorably 
suggestions from the bureau for 
proving living conditions in 
;}Camps. The recommendations will 
based on Inspector Praete'’s report. 

Investigator Markus will inspect 156 
paper pulp and highway camps in eight 
in the St. Lawrence section, 
where thousands of illiterate laborers 
live in hovels. Investigator Wagner 
will inspect the several hundred aque- 
duet camps. These are important be- 
| cause of the new temporary camp school 
law, which permits the local au- 
thorities to start schools in the large 
labor camps, the expenses to be borne 
partly by. the locality, partly by the 
State, and partly by private subscrip- 
tion. Whenever Mr, Wagner finds a 
labor camp on public works distant 
from local schools he’ will call the new 
law to the attention of the local au- 
therities and urge the establishment of 
such a sehool. The other investigators 
have also been instructed to advocate 
such schools wherever they find need 
for them. 

Investigators Geannelis and De Lisser 
will go through the highway and rail- 
road camps in the extreme western 
and south central parts of the State. 
The brickyard camps will be inspected, 
as the brickyard owners are soon to call 
a conference to consider reforms in liv- 
ing conditions in their labor camps. 

A recent law placed all the labor 
camps in the State under the supervision 
of the State Health Department. The 
reorganization of the Health Depart- 


ment, however, has not been completed, 
and on this account Acting Chief In- 
spector Joseph Mayper has given to 
each of the investigators a set of rec- 
ommendations for minimum sanitary re- 
quirements to take the place tempora- 
rily of the Public Health Council's fut- 
~~ official Sanitary Code. 

Living quarters of all camps, accord- 
| ing to Mr, Mayper’s recommendations, 
must be properly roofed and floored: 
The water supply must be removed from 
contamination. Bedding must be clean. 
Each camp must be well drained to 
prevent stagnant water. Refuse must 
placed in metal receptacles and 
burned. Camp houses must have win- 
dows. Four hundred cubic feet of air 
space must be allowed to every man. 
All cannery camps must have separate 
kitchens. All camps of more than fifty

'De Forest Favors Establishment 


of Zones Varying in Shape 
and Area. 


TO PROVIDE LIGHT AND AIR 


Necessity of Maintaining Open 
Spaces Will Put a Natural Limit 
on the Height of Structures. 


Robert W. de Forest, President of the 
New York’ City Municipal Art Commis- 
sion, has written to the Committee of 
the Board of Estimate having the mat- 
ter in charge favoring the plan to limit 
the. heights of buildings in the city and| 
° “his-services to bring the reform 
abéwt. The future welfare of the city 
‘from.many points of view, says Mr. de 
Forest, depends. upon adopting limita- 
tions of height. While it is too late to 
do so now in lower Manhattan, he Says, 


it is not too late to do it in other parts 
of the city. 

So:far as he js able to observe, says 
Mr. de Forest, the tenement house law 
of 1901, which put a limitation on the 
heights of all tenements, has worked no 
hardships on property interests, but if 
it has, done so, they are far more than 
offset by the improvement of living con- 
ditions. Mr. de Forest points out that 
when the city was laid out and its width 
of streets and size of sewers deter- 
mined, the power elevator had not been 
invented, but that it has now absolutely 
revolutionized these limitations and 


i made expansion upward quite as prac- 


ticable as extension laterally. To meet 
these new conditions, he says, one of 
two things must be done: either recon- 
struct our city plan and widen the 
streets to adapt them to elevator-served 
buildin. which, he says; is impossi- 

Timit the height of buildings with 
the width of streets, 
which is still possible outside of lower 
Manhattan. 

“Tf it were possible to begin to build 
New York from the ground up it would 
be desirable to have the same regula- 
_— of height apply universally,"’ says 

de Forest. ‘“‘ This method is not pos- 
sibie. The different parts of the city 
are being used for different purposes. 
Even jn the residential parts of the city 
social needs are so varied in different 
sections as to produce in some five or 
six story dwellings and in others two 
or three story dwellings. 

** Practicaliy, in limiting height we 
muSt recognize existing conditions, and 
we must divide the city 
whieh might vary much in 
tions of height might ‘be different. 

ence, bearing in mind the proposition 
rthat our streets are what they are, the 
greatest limitation of height practically 
possible should be secured. Nor should 
the limitation of heignt in such zones 
b ecessarily merely proportionate to 
t yidth of the streets. Other open 
spaces at the rear or the sides should 
be considered. Indeed; open ‘space 
around the building, be it street or court 
or anything élsé—that is, space which 
will give, Nght and air to#the different 
stories of the building.—ts the true basis 

f height regulation, and there need be 
‘no valid objection to the tewer building 
if only sufficient open space all around 
it be perpetually maintained. And the 
necessity: of maintaining open space, if 
legal requirements to this effect exist, 
will put a natural limit on the height of 
buildings.’’
